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B.C. bucks jobs trend 


The unemployment pictui'c improved in 
only British Columbia and Ne^\'foundland during 
October, figures released by Statistics Canada 
showed Tuesday. It went up in seven other 
provinces and Alberta’s rate remained static at 
3.7 per cent 

B.C. unemployment dropped 1.2 per cent in 
seasonally - adjusted terms to 7.3, placing it 
below the national average of 7.6. The rate in 
Newfoundland dipped 0.5 per cent to 13.9. 

Elsewhere, the seasonally - adjusted rates 


went up 2.2 [jer cent to 11.7 in Pinnce Edward 
Lsland; 0.5 per c*ent to 10.9 in Nova Scotia: 0.4 
to 11.8 in New Bmnswick; 0.4 to 10.1 in Que¬ 
bec; 0.6 to 6.3 in Ontario; 0.3 to 4^9 in Manitoba, 
and 0.5 to 4.2 in Saskatchewan. 

The B.C. labor force last month was 
1,146,000; in September it was 1,145,000, and a 
year ago it wS& 1,107,000. There were 81.000 
listed as unemployed last month, down 7,000 
fmm September, and 96,000 out of work in 
October, 1975.

adjusted unemployment rate 
in moi>e than 15 years brought 
an admission Tuesday from 
Finance Minister Donald 
Macdonald that the ^recent 
economic recovery has not 
been as swift as had been 
exijected by the government. 

•Tt is clear the cyclical 
trend we had hoi>ed for has 
not materialized," said Mac- 
tlonald as he was pressed by 
.\IPs for an explanation of the 
7.l)-per-cent jobless rate in Oc¬ 
tober. 

Statistics Canhda figures 
showed Tuesday that there 
were 679,000 unemployed in 
the country last month. The 
number was up by 9,000 from 
Sefitember and the jobless 
rate, adjusted for seasonal 
changes in the work force, 
was up from 7.3 per cent. 

In October. 1975, there w’ere 
643,000 unemployed and the 
jobless rale was 7.1 per cent. 

And while Macdonald had 
predicted creation of 250,000 
new jobs this year in last 
May’s budget, growth in the 
numl)er of employed persons 
since October, 1975, stixxi at 
only 145,000. 

Of the unemployed, about 
258.000 are heads of house¬ 
holds suixporting dependents. 
Of Uwse, 203,000 are male and 
55,000 female. 

Outside the Commons. Mac¬ 
donald said it was evident the 
rate of recovery had not been 
as fast as expected. The more 
difficult question was why 
mere had been a slowdown. 

He said one answer might 
be the extreme caution of con¬ 
sumers in spending and slow 
emwlb in inv’estment, both 
luxiblems which have also 
l)e€n evident in the U.S. The 
I'.S. has an unemployment 
rate of 7.9 per cent. 

Macdonald said it was by 
no means certain that na¬ 
tional fxxlicies designed to 
stimulate the economy would 
have the desired effect of 
creating jobs, because much 
of the unemployment problem 
was regional. 

A ,21,000 increase in the 
number of unemployed in On¬ 
tario between September and 
October was largely due to 
strikes and layoffs at Ford 
.MtJtor Co. plants, he said. 
There were also severe re¬ 
gional pnxblems in the Atlan¬ 
tic provinces.

When police fii^st investigat¬ 
ed the murder. Aitken was 
the last one to have seen her 
alive.

Navy 
and Air Force Veterans’ Club 
on Wharf Street.

Guy countered Williams’

# No (.iciieva Ntaleiiiate, Miyn 
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SALISBURY (CP) — A Ca¬ 
nadian bachelor, with a his¬ 
tory of violence and insanity, 
has died while serving with 
the Rhodesian army. Indica¬ 
tions are that he was killed 
w'hile on active patrol against 
black guerrillas. 

The Canadian was identified 
in a government conununique 
Tuesday as Lance Corporal 
Matthew Charles Lamb, 28. 
Relatives said later that 
Lamb came from W’indsor, 
Ont. He was one of several 
hundred foreigners recruited 
by the Rhodesian govern¬ 
ment. 

Lamb’s name was men¬ 
tioned in the statement which 
said that eight black national¬ 
ist guerrillas — including two 
women — were killed in new 
(lashes. The two women were 
desvrfbed as terrorists killed 
in the last 48 hours. Lamb 
was known to have died last 
Sunday. 

This' was the first time the 
white minority government 
acknowledged that black 
wumen were fighting against 
government troops. 

Five black civilians also 
were reported kidnapixed by 
guerrillas and marched at 
gun|M)int . across Rhodesia’s 
western border into Bots¬ 
wana. which previously has 
denied giving sanctuary to na¬ 
tionalist forces. 

Five members of a road 
gang working near Rhodesia’s 
eastern border with Mozambi¬ 
que were bound together and 
shot to death by nationalist 
guerrillas, the communique 
said. 

A sLxth worker also was 
shot but survived and was 
in hospital with serious 
wounds. 

Police recoixls show that 
Lamb spent 14 months in 
Kingston penitentiary for fir¬ 
ing tw'o shots at a Windsor |x>- 
liceinan in 1965. In 1567 Lamb 
was sent to a mental institu¬ 
tion after two persons were 
killed on a Windsor street. He 
was acquitted of murder by 
reason of insanity.

Lamb became a model inmate 
in the institution and was re¬ 
leased in 1973. He spent about 
a year on a farm and then 
decided to travel to .Australia 
as part of a world trip. 

Lamb joined the Rhixiesian ' 
forces while on a stopover in 
South Africa. 

Still in a Rhodesian jail js 
Troofier Michael McKeown of 
Dartmouth, N.S.. who was 
sentenced to one year deten¬ 
tion after signing up with the 
Rh(xlesian forces and refusing 
to fight. 

Representativ'es of Rhodesia 
have tried to recruit a number 
of Carfadians although such 
recruitment in Canada is ille¬ 
gal. Canada has no diplomatic 
relations with Rhodesia.

Powell was fired 
minister of health by 
former- Conservative 
prime mihister Edw'ard 
Heath for strongly cri¬ 
ticizing the continued im¬ 
migration of non-whites, 
and predicting racial vio¬ 
lence in the streets. 

He n(jw’ sits for a North¬ 
ern Irish constituency as 
a member of the 10-strong 
Ulster Unionist group in 
the British Parliament 
But Powell was sjxeaking 
only f(jr himself.

Stem said arrest w'arrants 
are still active for about 45,000 
draft resdsters, most of them 
in Canada.

The figure for Quebet* is the 
worst since Statistics Canada 
began collecting monthly un¬ 
employment data in 1953 al¬ 
though collection procedures 
have been revised to take into 
account the changing makeup 
of the work force. For exgm- 
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file, now there are more se¬ 
cond - family • income em- 
jTloyees than in early years of 
the survey. 

Previously, the highest un¬ 
employment rate in Quebec 
was 10 i»er cent, registered in 
early 1961. 

Quebec also has the largest 
number of jobless at 234,000.

flu. Would I need the vaccine 
If I’ve already hadf the dis¬ 
ease? This occurred in 1918 
when I was eight years old. I 
am now 65.—H.R. 

The swine fhi virus is not 
the same one that caused the 
1918 epidemic. Any immunity 
you now have against the ear¬ 
lier one would not help 
against the swine virus. 

It’s recommended that 
oldsters and perswis with 
chronic, disease need jirotec- 
tion against the newer swine 
v^rus, and there is some 
thought, too, that they should

be pirotected with some of the 
other vaccines available to 
combat other flu viruses. 

My mail still show's some 
confusion over use of the 
word “swine.” R’a used be¬ 
cause the .virus resembles 
very closely that found in 


swine. The animal variety, 
however, has not ii() to now- 
affected man. Another, less 
confusing term for it is “New 
Jersey,” because that is 
where it was fir.st detected. 

At your age you should cer¬ 
tainly consider having the 
new vaccine. 

Virus diseases are what we 
call “self-limiting.” That is, 
they iim their course natural¬ 
ly. The complkations, such as 
those that can occur in per¬ 
sons with chronic health prob¬ 
lems, are major concerns. 
Virus-weakened bodies may 
fall prey to other infections. 
Pneumonia is the main lethal 
complication. '

Rhodesia conference: 
Progress is slow 
but not stalemated 


Memory of bite mark 
may win man’s freedom 


WHEATON, ni. (UPI) - A 
dentist’s memory of a set of 
toothmarks he saw three 
years ago may prove the key 
to freedom for a young Ihi- 
nois man imprisoned Tor "a 
murder he says he didn’t 
commit, it was learned Tues¬ 
day. 

The bizarre case stems 
from the indictment last Sep¬ 
tember of an ex-convict in the 
1574 murder of Nancy Loss- 
man, 26, and her daughter 
IJsa, three, in their home in 
Crystal Lake, ni. 

Richard Macek. 29. was 
rJiarged with that double 
murder after a New York 
forensic dentist. Dr. Lowell 
Levine, said dental x-rays of 
Macek’s teeth corresponded 
1o a bite mark on the mur- 
derered woman’s right breast. 

Levine’s memory of the dis¬ 
tinctive marks is now playing 
a part in an effort to get a 
new hearing for Richard Mi- 


lone, convicted in ..another 
slaying of a 14-year-old girl in 
the same area some years 
earlier. 

Authorities said Macek had 
all his teeth pjilled ^ffer tlie 
Lossman muiflers, and as a 
result, investigators were at 
first unable to connect him 
with the crime. 

However, Levine, a na¬ 
tionally known forensic den¬ 
tist, was able to make the 
comparison on the basis of 
x-rays taken of Macek’s teeth 
before the extraction. 

Levine, w+iile studying the 
bite marks in the Crystal 
l.ake case, had the feeling 
that he had seen the same 
bite mark previously, but was 
unable to remember where, 
and he retired for the night. 

He rei)ort,edly awoke with a 
midnight recollection that this 
was the same bite mark he 
had seen three years earlier 
in another Illinois murder. 


In that case, the body of 14- 
year-old SaUy Kandel was 
found CHI Sept. 12, 1972, in a 
cornfield not far from her 
home in a Chicago suburb. 

Authorities arrested Milone, 
then 21. four months later and 
charged him with bludgeoning 
the girl to death. 

The principal evidence 
against Milone in his 16-day 
bench trial was the testimony 
for the prosecution by three 
dentists, tying his teeth im¬ 
pressions to a bite mark on 
the girl’s thigh. Milone’s de¬ 
fence countered with testimo¬ 
ny from four dental experts — 
including Levine — w'ho said 
the bite mark was not that of 
Miione. j 

Alter hearing the conflicting j 
expert testimony Circuit ! 
Court Judge John IJnverzagt ! 
found Milone guilty of murder ' 
and on August 2. 1973, .sen¬ 
tenced him to a term of 90 1o 
175 years imprisonment. An 
aiipeal is jiending. 


“I hope we can settle the in¬

portant matters such as the 
composition of an interim 
government and a new consti¬ 
tution.

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For those hurting most 


T he summer Olympics in Montreal and the 
U S. bicentennial celebrations did not play hob 
with tourist travel on B.C. Ferries this past summer. 
The two spectaculars were blamed at the beginning for 
part of a drop-off in traffic, but it is now admitted that 
there was no decline in visitor use of the service on any 
of the routes. A licence plate “sampling ” shows just 
as many out-of-province vehicles on the ferries as 
ever, despite the doubling and tripling of fares on June 

But ferry officials are still holding fast lo the 
claim that the new rate structure is not entirely to 
blame for a 20 to 26 per cent decrease in traffic 
between June 1 and the end of October. They maintain 
there was a general decline in tourism which can be 
taken to mean fewer B.C. residents were on the go 
and, also, strike threats by ferry workers had an 
adverse effect. 

This may be so, but only to a minimal degree and 
the new B.C. Ferries Corporation which takes over the 
running of the servic^ January 1 faces a thankless task 
with little hope of winning back local customers, the 
ones who are hurting the most, by reducing basic 
fares. 

Premier Bennett says the corporation will have 
the power to set rates. But it is not as it sounds. The 
government isn’t giving up control of what may be 
charged. The corporation's hands are tied by having to 
negotiate annually on the amount of its yearly subsidy. 
In other words, the government, not the corporation, 
will call the tune as before. 

If the corporation was able to make large-scale 


savings in the operation of the ferry fleet, they could 
be passed on to the travelling public. But that would 
appear to be next to impossible. Crewing now is down 
to where it sho.uld have been all along and can hardly 
be cut any further. At the same time there are heavy 
increases in costs in the offing that no one is talking 
about but which can't be ignored much longer. 

The higher fares experience of the summer was a 
24.1 per cent reduction in vehicles and a 20.6 per cent 
drop in the number of passengers on the Swartz Bay- 
Tsawwassen route. The percentages decline on the 
Nanaimo^Departure Bay run were 26.3 for vehicles 
and 23.2 for passengers. 

But these figures don’t tell the story of the 
numbers of people who are changing their travelling 
habits by driving to the ferry terminals and leaving 
their cars to walk on the ferries and be picked up on 
the other side. 

The result is overcrowding of parking lots which 
can only get worse, particularly if the ferries 
corporation is able to carry out what Transport 
Minister Jack Davis says can be expected. a cut in the 
one-way rate for foot passengers during off-peak 
periods. 

If the ferry service is to give proper service 
something has to be done about providing adequate car 
parking facilities at the terminals which, at Swartz 
Bay especially, will be an expensive proposition, 
with little suitable land available. 

Will the government tell the corporation how that 
can be done?

A law in need of updating 


Statistics 


T he remark is attributed to Disraeli that 

“there are three kinds of lies; lies, damned lies, 
and statistics. ’ Perhaps this judgment is too severe, 
but it serves as a warning to treat statistics with 
caution, remembering always that perhaps 90 per cent 
of persons involved in traffic accidents have eaten 
potatoes within the 4)receding 24 hours. 

Infomat, the weekly bulletin of Statistics Canada, 
made us feel good not long ago when it reported that 
Canada was up near the top internationally in 
education spending. Well, it didn't say exactly that; it 
said, “Per capita public spending on education in 
('anada amounted to $353 in 1971; this was less than in 
Sweden ($369), but more than in the United States 
($343), and two or three times the corresponding 
amounts for other industrialized countries: (ireat 
Britain ($159), France ($118), and Japan ($105).’’ 

But then on the very next page Infomat dumped 
our pride. It reported that in 1975 British Columbia 


spent less per capita on education than any other' 
province in Canada except New Brunswick, with 
Alberta spending the most at $655, compared with $503 
for British Columbia and $500 for New Brunswick at 
the other end of the scale. 

At first this low rank seemed unbelievable, but 
then it occurred that per capita figures could be at'the 
same time correct and most misleading. Perhaps 
when the final 1976 census figures are published, 
including age groupings, a clear explanation will be 
available. 

But meantime, as a clue, there is a passage in a 
background study for the Science Council of Canada's 
recent report on the nation's aging population: “The 
age structure of B.C. is characterized by an average 
proportion of adults, combined with the nation’s 
lowest proportion of children and a higher than 
average percentage of elderly ...” 

It looks as if, per capita, we in this province send 
the smallest fraction of a statistical child to school. 


Lost islands 


Japan-Soviet freeze deepens 


There have long been bad 
feelings between Tokyo and 
Moscow over four small 
islands off Japan’s northern 
coast that the Soviet Union 
grabbed after the Second 
World War. 

The issue, an emotional one 
here, helped make for chilly 
diplomatic relations between 
the two countries. Now, with 
the recent defection of a Soviet 
pilot and his arrival in Japan 
with a MIG-25 fighter, these 
relations have turned to ice. 

Although the islands in dis¬ 
pute are small and of little 
economic value beyond their 
rich fishing waters, the irritant 
value of the Soviet presence so 
close to the Japanese mainland 
IS considerable. 

★ ★ ★ 

For Japanese fishermen in 
the area, it is little short of 
disastrous. In the last 20 years 
some 560 Japanese fishing ves¬ 
sels have been seized in or near 
the territorial waters of 
Habr)mai. Shikotan, Kunashiri 
and Elorofu islands — and not 
returned. 

In the same period over 1,500 
boats with total crews of 12,000

men have been intercepted by 
Soviet patrols and detained 
from three days to six months. 

Furthermore. Russian ves¬ 
sels harrass Japanese boats 
even when they are outside the 
islands’ territorial waters, by 
chasing them off fishing 
grounds and running through 
their nets. 

★ ★ ★ . 

Government officials are at 
a loss to know the precise 
Soviet motive in all this. 
Perhaps, they speculate, 
Moscow finds it useful 
diplomatic leverage. 

For their part, the Russians 
are afraid that if they were to 
return the islands it would set a 
precedent for similar in¬ 
dependence demands from 
other Soviet-dominated areas. 

Nonetheless, the Sovet Union 
pays a fairly high price for 
these territorial hostages. The 
much-delayed Soviet-Japanese 
peace treaty will not be signed, 
the Japanese insist, until the 
question of the islands is set¬ 
tled. 


Every time the Russians ex¬ 
press a desire for closer 
economic ties with Japan, they 
are politely but firmly told that 
the Japanese would be 
prepared to discuss the 
northern territories first. 

The islands were seized by 
the Soviet Union only days 
after Stalin had formally 
declared war on Japan in the 
closing stages of the war in 
August, 1945. In one rapid Naming English houses 
manoeuvre that encountered 
little or no resistance, the 
islands were taken over, and 
some 16,500 Japanese inhabi¬ 
tants were evicted to the 
mainland of Hokkaido. 


a few aging Koreans are 
believed to be still there. 

Communist China, in its con¬ 
stant propaganda war in 
Southeast Asia with the Soviet 
Union, constantly refers to the 
matter. This embarrasses the 
Japanese government, which 
tries to keep a diplomatic 
balance between Moscow and 
Peking in its relations with the 
Communist world.

Who says the law s an ass? 

The answer, any business¬ 
man who gets involved in 
politics and finds out how badly 
he can get his fingers burned, 
even inadvertently, by doing 
business with the queen 
(government). 

The Senate. and House of 
Commons Act prohibits any 
person who does business with 
the Crown — either directly or 
indirectly — from sitting and 
voting in the House. Make a 
mistake and you can wind up 
losing your seat and being sul^ 
ject to a fine of $200 a day. 

Fortunately the disqualifica¬ 
tion does not apply to 
shareholders in companies 
having contracts or agree¬ 
ments with the government ex¬ 
cept contracts for public 
works, such as buildings, 
d(Kks, etc. Otherwise, MPs 
would be barred from owning 
shares in companies like INCO 
or C anadian Pacific. 

But what about small private 
companies in which an MP is a 
major shareholder? These are 
exempt, too. But why should 
politicians be able to do as a 
corporation’" >’hat they are 
prohibited from doing per.son- 
nally? That is the contradiction 
in the law. 

★ ★ ★ 

5>o what would you do if you 
were an MP and a government 
agency approached you to do 
some business? That is the 
dilemma faced several times 
by Calgary South MP, Peter 
l^wden. His most recent en¬ 
counter occurred in 1975 when 
the RUMP contacted Emden, 
one of his companies, to buy a 
Turbo Beaver aircraft. 

The offer presented both 
political and legal implica¬ 
tions. Bawden s lawyers gave 
him a clear green light. But to 
be doubly safe, he raised the 
matter with the Speaker of the 
House. James Jerome. Mr. 
Speaker, understandingly. was 
reluctant to provide a legal opi¬ 
nion — but there was no sug¬ 
gestion that the proposed sale

would be either illegal or im¬ 
proper. 

Now, almost two years later, 
the case has hit the publicity 
fan. Articles in Alberta papers 
have convinced some readers

Tory House Leader Walter 
Baker thought it would be a sad 
day when MPs could no longer 
discuss their concerns with Mr, 
Speaker. 

These are all valid points. 
The House should be assured 
that there is no conflict of in¬ 
terest. MPs should know what 
their rights are MPs should be 
able to chat with the Speaker 


about their problems. But the 
Speaker should not be asked for 
legal opinions or letters of 
authorization, which com¬ 
promise his impartiality. 

The archaic law, based on 
the practices of the 1800s, must 
be updated to provide separate 
rules for backbenchers and 
cabinet ministers. But most 
important, it should provide 
some mechanics by which MPs 
can refer questions and obtain 
binding judgments in advance. 

A three-man tribunal 
representing the law, business 
and consumers could protect 
both MPs’ rights and the public 
interest, with decisions a mat¬ 
ter of public record. 

That is one approach that 
might clear the air for MPs. 
save the time of the House and 
make it less likely for news¬ 
papers to run stories casting 
aspersions by innuendo.

Signs of Britain's crisis 


Like barbarians looting a fal¬ 
len city, swarms of foreigners 
— Dutch. Belgian. French.

In less than two years the 
pound has fallen by a third 
against the dollar and by half 
against strong European cur¬ 
rencies. Clothes, cosmetics, 
whi.'iky. food, all seem to the

(treat of Russia died 180 years 
ago today — in 1796 — of 
apoplexy at the age of 67 After 
marrying the heir to the Rus- 
s\an throne and waiting 17 
years for him to succeed 
F^mpress Elizabeth, it was only 
months after his accession that 
she deposed him and seized 
power for herself, in the name 
of religion. She ruled Russia 
for 34 years, proving to be an 
excellent monarch and working 
sometimes for 15 hours a day. 


Catherine was. at the same 
time, an enthusiast of French 
philosophical reformers and 
the scandal of Europe on ac¬ 
count of her many love affairs.

“It’s the first time I’ve ever 
heard Harrod’s described as 
cheap, ” said an Englishwoman 
bitterly after listening to some 
of the comments.

The shopkeepers themselves 
are not making a fortune, 
however. The burden of taxa¬ 
tion is so high, the productivity 
of British labor is so low and 
replacement costs are rising so 
fast that the extra money simp¬ 
ly vanishes. And for most other 
L/)ndoners, whose incomes are 
nowhere near keeping pace 
with rising costs, the spectacle 
is galling. 

The bluff and bluster of the 
British government does 
nothing to console them. The 
prime minister and the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
are too obviously thrashing 
around in search of scapegoats 
and a miraculous cure. 

On television recently the 
prime minister, James Cal¬ 
laghan, dropped threatening 
hints that, if Britain's allies 
were not prepared to supply 
more financial aid. they would 
have to accept “the political 
consequences: ” by which he 
was generally understood to 
mean a further drastic cut in 
Britain’s contribution to 
Western defence. 

The government’s only 
economic strategy is to seek 
another enormous loan — even 
beyond the one now being 
negotiated with the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund — 
secured against the future 
profits of North Sea oil: a clas¬ 
sic spendthrift’s solution. 

It is politically impossible for 
this Labor government, depen¬ 
dent on the unions and on the 
Marxist faction among its sup¬ 
porters, to do what is 
economically necessary. Bri¬ 
tain’s troubles are therefore 
essentially political rather than 
economic,* and there can be no 
remedy without a political 
change. Further loans and even 
expressions of sympathy will 
do more harm than good if they 
simply postpone the inevitable 
day of reckoning. 
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THE USE of power too often becomes equated with ar¬ 
rogance and the holders of power wield it in costly fashion. 

Wendell Phillips once put it in beautiful capsule form. 

"Power is ever stealing from the many to the few.” 

Otto Lang, minister of transport in the Trudeau govern¬ 
ment, would have us believe his work load is of such 
magnitude there are simply not enough hours in the day in 
which to accomplish the task. 

Otto Lang, who, in a time of restraint, sees nothing 
wrong in running up a bill of $740,000 through the use of 
government planes since 1973. 

THEN IN ANSWERING criticism of such almost un- 
believeable expense-account arrogance. Otto Lang calmly 
stated it worked out to less than $250,000 a year. 

Lang continued his defence by saying he was far too busy 
to use regularly scheduled flights on commercial airlines, 
which is, of course, a whole crock of banal babble. 

Lang tools around in a government Jetstar — $7,000 per 
round trip from Ottawa to his home in Saskatoon — whereas 
he could be flying Air Canada first class for $420, or economy 
for $274. The difference is a staggering display of imperi¬ 
ous ostentation paid for by the ever-dunned taxpayer. 

THE ACTUAL TALLY run up by this minister since 1973, 
is $742,829, but there are no figures available for his jet- 
flighting from 1968, when Lang first became a cabinet 
•minister, to April of 1973. A reasonable guess would 
therefore place his total airplane bill at well over a million 
dollars. Think of it, chew on it, mull it over — one million dol¬ 
lars for one damned cabinet minister. 

Then there was the rather laughable reply made by 
Lang's parliamentary secretary. Marcel Roy. to the question 
by Conservative Tom Cossitt, that all the minister’s flights 
"were for official government business.” 

There’s an old saying about voters being dumb, but not 
.stupid. They would have to be monumentally stupid to 
believe that all the flights to Saskatoon, for instance, were 
for official government business. Believe that and you must 
also believe in Bridey Murphy, the Easter bunny and 
Cadborosaurus. 

Try convincing the working man that such spending is 
justifi^ wheh his own earning powers are being held in 
check by government edict. He makes Gaglardi a piker by 
comparison . . .

I REJECT completely the arguments put forth by Health 
Minister Bob McLelland re the Helmcken site over the 
McKenzie site. I reject his monetary argument because it is 
specious. 

It covered the cost of sewers, but it made no mention of 
the great cost of upgrading road access to the Helmcken site 
— maybe as much as two or three millions more. 

McClelland did not answer the question about growth fac¬ 
tor — clearly a solid reason for the McKenzie site. 

He did bring up the point of huge profits to the owners of 
the McKenzie site — again, specious. He mentioned that land 
is in the Agricultural Land Reserve and that the owners were 
unsuccessful in one attempt to have it removed. Correct me 
if I’m wrong, but will not the new Saanich community plan 
show that this particular piece of property should come out 
of the freeze and won’t it happen within a week or ten days? 

AS TO THE OWNERS of that property putting it 
together for $15,000 an acre -- does McClelland honestly 
believe that property — out of the land freeze — wouldn’t sell 
for double the amount of money it was offered to the govern¬ 
ment as a hospital site? 

This brings up an interesting point. That property is next 
to a five-acre parcel of property owned by Saanich Mayor Ed 
Lum. For some reason, the Lum property, was never in¬ 
cluded in the land freeze — it was decided two days prior to 
the land freeze recommendation, to keep it out. Why? 

The Lum property is at this time on option at $200,000 per 
acre — a total of $1 million. 

THEREFORE, the .25 acres offered to the government 
for $2,250,000, could reasonably be wprth $5 million on the 
open market. 

McClelland states that the government originally offered 
to spend $50,000 per acre for the McKenzie site and that this 
was more than three times the appraised value and the price 
paid by the present owners. 

But he didn’t make mention of the fact the government 
paid $550,000 for 34.6 acres at Helmcken from the owner. 
Newton Cameron — property that was purchased by 
Cameron in 1956 for $300 an acre. If McClelland is talking 
about three times the price paid by the McKenzie owners, he 
should point out he paid 52 times the price paid by the 
Helmcken owners. 

Bob McClelland can not justify the Helmcken site either 
on cost or on site. We are losing on both counts and what is 
even worse, there doesn’t seem to be a damned thing we can 
do about it. 





Control of news media 
key issue of UN talks

"Ugandans,” said Gen. Barnabas Kill, his country’s 
minister for education, "are not yet in a position to think and 
decide on their own.” 

Thus the battle lines have been drawn in the major issue 
facing the five-week United Nations Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization conference that opened in Nairobi 
Oct. 25. At issue are seemingly irreconcilable philosophies of 
what role the media should play in international affairs.

Juan Carlos different man 
outside Spain than inside 


Some wealthy Spaniards talked about chartering a plane 
to New York last June. They wanted to slip into a reception 
that King Juan Carlos, on his official visit to the United 
States, was giving for Spanish businessman working there. It 
would be easier, those Spaniards thought, to talk with their 
king in New York than it was in Madrid. 

In the end, they gave up the idea. But their perception of 
the king was correct. Juan Carlos behaves differently outside 
Spain from the way be behaves inside. This is not the lark of 
royalty off on a spree. It is deliberate policy. The king uses 
his visits as a tactic to influence events within Spain. For this 
to work, he must seem different. 

Since succeeding the late dictator Francisco Franco as 
head of state almost a year ago, Juan Carlos has made four 
official visits outside Spain — to the Dominican Republic and 
the United States in June, and to Colombia and France in Oc¬ 
tober. The Latin American trips were sentiriiental, fashioned 
to emphasize the old ties of Spain with its former colonies in 
the New World. But the visits to the United States and 
France were significant. 

At 38, Juan Carlos probably is the most powerful monarch 
in Europe, attempting to lead Spain to a democratic 
representative government after 40 years of dictatorship. 
But his influence in Spain is felt more than it is seen. He 
strikes a ceremonial pose in public, inaugurating factories 
and highways with a few meaningless words, almost never 
making a speech that could be interpreted as a political 
statement. 

This permits him to seem above the political battling 
that is going on as Spain tries to head toward democracy. It 
allows him to escape blame for failures and to have more 
freedom to manoeuvre. Since he does not seem to be taking 
part in policy, he is not criticized by those unhappy with it. 

All in all. he acts in public as if he were a normal Euro¬ 
pean constitutional monarch, reigning but not ruling, even 
though in truth he represents the most important political 
force in Spain. 

The fiction disappears when he travels abroad. Other 
countries expect the king to speak for Spain and explain what 
he is doing and where Spain is going. As a result, Juan Carlos 
has made important policy statements outside Spain. Since 
he is doing only what is expected, few Spaniards feel like 
criticizing him for it. Perhaps more important, Spaniards ac¬ 
cept these statements as promises made in their behalJ. The 
king's words outside Spain inform Spaniards about where 
he wants them to head and thus become a subtle influence 
on policy inside Spain.

The king’s clearest commitment to a democratic future 
came in a speech, made in EIngiish, to the U.S. Congress on 
June 2. 

Juan Carlos promised Congress that "under the princi¬ 
ples of democracy,” his monarchy would ensure "the order¬ 
ly access to power of distinct political alternatives, in accor¬ 
dance with freely expressed will of the people.” It was a 
radical statement to come from the successor of the dictator 
who had allowed only a single, fascist political party. And the 
king made it on American rather than Spanish soil. 

A few weeks later. Premier Adolfo Suarez, then a 
member of the cabinet, quoted from the American speech in 
a successful attempt to persuade the Cortes (the Spanish 
parliament) to legalize political parties other than the 
Franco one. The king’s speech obviously had been intended 
for more than American ears. 

The king made a similar statement of policy in late Oc¬ 
tober in a toast to President Valery Giscard d’Estaing of 
France at the Elysee Palace in Paris. 

"The Spanish people,” Juan Carlos said, "are ready to 
renew, with dignity and profit, their participation in Euro¬ 
pean events and to put into it the same enthusiasm, force and 
creative spirit that animated our ancestors.” 

That statement recognized that Franco has been a pariah 
in Western Europe for decades. In the eyes of many Western 
Europeans, he was a remnant of fascism, and they could not 
accept him. Juan Carlos, by promising a union of Spain with 
Europe, was promising changes within Spain tlut would 
transform it from a Francoist state. This amounted to a 
pledge for democracy as strong as the one made to the U.S. 
Congress. It was the kind of pledge that the king has never 
made within Spain itself, although he was allowed his 
premier, Suarez, to do so. 

With statements like these, the king also is soliciting sup¬ 
port and encouragement from countries like the United 
States and France for his reform program and his slow pace 
of carrying it out. Many analysts believe that such outside 
support and encouragement exercise only a minor influenc# 
on the political dynamics inside Spain. But it is some kind of 
an influence, and the king evidently believes it is useful for 
him to show Spafiiards that outsiders support his govern¬ 
ment’s program.

"Maria Montessori believed 
that education begins at birth 
and that the first few years of 
life, being the most formative, 


are the most important, both 
physically and mentally . . . 
Proper learning methods in the 
years from birth to six years 
will largely determine the kind 
of man the child will become.” 
In view of this I would advocate 
Montessori schools for parents 
first. 

America has been experienc¬ 
ing a Montessori revival for 
several years so it seems 
reasonable to envisage it 
catching on in Canada. 1 would 
further quote Mrs. Hainstock. 
"Parents do not have to have a 
teaching background to work 
with this book, nor must they 
have any talent in order to 
make the materials. The only 
requirements are that they be 
parents interested in the 
development of their 
children.” 

Forming a local Montessori 
organization would help dispel 
myths, and broadcast informa¬ 
tion on the merits of this 
method of teaching. There are 
Montessori establishments in 
and around Victoria so there is 
interest. 

Another source of informa¬ 
tion is Montessori Today by R.

These countries 
believe economic development and mass communications 
must serve each other and that the people — and the world — 
should know only what the government wants it to know. 

Although it is not precisely clear what the Implications 
would be if the Soviet-backed proposal being debated was 
adopted, the key paragraph reads: "States are responsible 
for the activities in the international sphere of all mass 
media under their jurisdiction.” , 

Many Western observers read this to mean that Western 
reporting would be replaced by government-disseminated in¬ 
formation pooled by a Third World news agency. The creation 
of such an agency met with general Third World approval 
early this year at conferences in New Delhi. Costa Wca and 
Sri Lanka. 

"We think it would be tragic if these anti-news media 
proposals are adopted,” said Oorge Beebe, associate 
publisher of the Miami Herald and chairman of the World 
Press Freedom (Committee that Is lobbying against the draft 
declaration. 

"If we are critical of UNESCO, it is because it has al¬ 
lowed political issues to cloud the real reason for its ex¬ 
istence. Trying to control or curb the news media doesn’t 
come under the heading of educational, scientific or cultural 
endeavors.” 

What developing nations need, said Darious Mbela, per¬ 
manent information secretary of Kenya where one of the 
freest presses in black Africa operates, is a mass media 
dedicated to nation advancement, not one that is a replica of 
East or West. 

"But what we find in most developing countries,” he 
said, "is a press that is either the mouthpiece of big power 
influence normally alien to us, or a government organ. 

"In the former, the reader is molded to aspire for 
foreign — and most times decadent — Interests, and in the 
latter the reader is blinkered to getting only the information 
that the government feels is safe to release.” 

Freedom House, a New York-based organization that 
monitors political and civil rights, estimates that less than 20 
per cent of the world’s four billion people are exposed to a 
relatively unrestricted press. Many of these people live in 
countries where the media already is government- 
controlled. 

Press libertarians fear that the regimes in these 
countries would be given the moral authority to ban all but 
the "official” version of events if UNESCO, in effect, voted 
to make government censorship acceptable. Such a vote, the 
libertarians say, would be contrary to the UNESCO constitu¬ 
tion which provides for a "free flow of information.” 

Most UNESCO observers, including the American 
delegation, believe that the declaration is most likely to be 
shunted into a special negotiating and drafting committee 
where it probably would remain until the next UNESCO con¬ 
ference in two years. 

Clayton Kirkpatrick, editor of the Chicago Tribune, told 
the opening session: "If the mass media is shackled by 
UNES(X)’s moral sanctions, will academic freedom be next? 
Will freedom of scientific research be the next target? Will 
freedom to enjoy cultural diversity be assailed?” 

But the Soviet Union defended its declaration. 

A Soviet delegate denied that its acceptance would dry 
up the flow of news around the world. 

"We do not understand it that way,” he said. "We only 
mean that the state has the responsibility for the state 
telegraph agencies and radio station already owned by the 
government.”

MONTREAL (GP) - Indus¬ 
trial incentives should be 
directed toward large centres 
instead of aiming to create 
artificial environments to en¬ 
courage investment, the pi-es- 
ident of a Quebec employers' 
group said Tuesday. 

PieiTe Des Marais, pres¬ 
ident of the Conseil du Pa- 
tronat, told the Quebec Asso- 
i iation of Industrial Commis¬ 
sioners that government sub¬ 
sidies to industiy are not in 
^hem8elves a bad thing. Bui. 
he said these incentives are 
l ostly and of limited duration. 

Industries are looking for 
an environment which fosters 
investment on its own. he 
said, adding tlial Montieal 
provides such an atmosphere. 

However, despite the exis¬ 
tence of the federal depaii- 
ment of regional economic ex¬ 
pansion and Quebec’s office 
tor planning and develop¬ 


ment, neither level of govern¬ 
ment knows how to maximize 
the potential of investments in 
this region, he said. A region¬ 
al dev’elopment plan for mel- 
iXDpolitan Montreal is long 
overdue. 

Des Marais cited the 5.')U0 
million spent on Mirabel air¬ 
port as an example of a huge 
government investment which 
seems wasted bei-ause of a 
lack of planning and initia¬ 
tive.

tablish Montreal’s pre¬ 
eminent position in the north¬ 
east comer of the continent, 
but an integrated transpor¬ 
tation network connecting 
Mirabel with Monti-eal does 
not exist. 

'rhe economic Imiuict of 
Mirabd on the region will be 
only marginal unless a special 
effort is made by the federal 
provincial and local govern¬ 
ments involved, he said.

<UPI )— More than 50 years 
ago. a scholarly Episcopalian 
minister had a vision for the 
rundown collection of homgs 
and shops thar was once colo¬ 
nial Wiiliamaburg. 

The Rev. W'. A. R. Goodwin 
knew a lot of the history be¬ 
neath the crumbling facedes 
and buried foundations in the 
old part of the town that once 
echoed with the breginning.s 
«>f a nation’s birth. He began 
looking for help to make that 
history' live again, and he 
lound it when John Rocke¬ 
feller came to town in 1926. 

This month marks the 50fh 
anniversary of the time 
Rockefeller wa« inspired to 
lenovate the old capital and 
the shops and homes into the 
past glory that Goodwin de¬ 
scribed to him in a oMpniit 
walk through' the dec^ng 
town. 


Rockefeller estimated it 
would take $3 ndUion to $5 
million for the restoratidn. 

By his death in 1960, the 
philanthropist personally had 
c «>ntributed $68 million of the 
$100 million that has made co-^ 
loniai Williamsburg a stop¬ 
ping place for 1.4 millim 
tourists annually and one of 
the most widely respected and 
imitated restoration projects 
in the country. 

Rockefeller invested a lo^ 
more than money into the 
prokect to which he gave the 
motto; “That the future may 
leam from the jMist." 

His demand for strict ad¬ 
herence to histwical accuracy 
probably did more than any¬ 
thing else to give Williams- 
bui^; its reputation as an au¬ 
thentic colonial town. 

When reconstructicMt <rf wte 
building was half complete, 


Rockefeller learned through 
new rtsean;h that it was a 
few fedt off its correct site. 

Reconstruction and renova¬ 
tion leaned heavily on sc«ne 
major findings such a revodu- 
tiunary war billeting map, 
drawn by Frdnch engineers 
in 1781, which showed every 
building then in the town. 

A coptierplate etching di.s- 
covered at the Bodleian Lib¬ 
rary at Oxford, England, in^>- 
vided the structural details 
of the Wren building on the 
Oillege of William and Mai-y 
Cami>ut, ,the Capital and the 
elegant governor’s palace. 

By 19.14, the Capitol build¬ 
ing, where Thomas Jefferson 
and other founding fathers 
rallied Virginia to some of 
the first cries for indepen¬

Duke of Gloucester Street.

McKenzie blocks 
council hearing 
for Springridge

Victoria Aid. Ronald 
McKenzie defeated an effort 
by a spokesman of the Spring- 
ridge Neighborhood Im¬ 
provement Program to 
address council Tuesday by 
blocking the unanimous sui>- 
port of council necessary lor 
such a hearing. 

“I object to hearing this 
group’s spokesman,” McKen¬ 
zie told an obviously startled 
Mayor Michael Young. 

The mayor said that be- 
<ause there was not unani¬ 
mous consent the spokesman 
could not speak at the regualr 
council meeting. 

In an interview after the 
meeting, McKenzie said: 
“There are lots of questions 
to be asked of this group. But 
a council meeting w’as not the 
forum to pose such ques¬ 
tions.” 

Springridge N.I.P. commit¬ 
tee chairman Richard 
Krieger, who bad been hoping 
to address council, said after 
the meeting that council’s re¬ 
fusal “to let us speak proves 
that citizen participation is 
non-e.xistent.” 

Krieger has accused city 
coiincil of disregarding public- 
opinion in Springridge by 
tampering with community 
proposals for housing develoi)- 
ment under the Sl-million 
N.I.P. project. 

In a letter to council, he 
complained that two key pnv 
posals were arbitrarily delet¬ 
ed from a “hastily rewritten” 
reiMjrt submitted to council’s 
caucus committee last week. 

One proposal was for the es¬ 
tablishment of a community- 
based non-profit housing so¬ 
ciety which would use N.I.P. 
funds to oversee the develop¬ 
ment of all housing needs in 
the area. 

The other, he said, en¬ 
visaged a “recycling” system 
for financing such develop¬ 
ment whereby N.I.P. funds 
would be used initially then 
pum|)€d back into other ex- 
F>enditures as Central [Mort¬ 
gage and Housing Corp. mort¬ 
gage money became avail¬ 
able. 

Krieger said the grou[t’s 
original reiwrt dealing with 
the N.I.P. project, “which 
embodied these proposals” 
and having the full endorse¬ 


ment of area residents, w:as 
“apparently well received 
when first presented to coun¬ 
cil late in October. 

But before it was re-submil- 
ted last week it has been 
“rewritten by the city plan¬ 
ning department on instruc¬ 
tion from certain members of 
city council,” he charged. 

The inference seemed to be, 
he said, that council was not 
prepared to support the prin¬ 
ciple of a non-profit housing 
society undertaking program. 

Had he been given the op¬ 
portunity to address council, 
Krieger was going to urge al¬ 
dermen to give the communi¬ 
ty a chance to show what it 
could do in admini.stering its 
OW71 housing program with 
N.I.P. funds. 

"All we ask is that council 
give us one year to try this 
program and see how much 
w-e can achieve in that time.” 
he said. 

He noted that a recent sur¬ 
vey conducted in Springridge 
show-ed 1,300 of the 1,600 resi¬ 
dents surveyed suppeoted the 
c'oncept of housing develop¬ 
ment being undertaken by a 
neighborhood-based non-pro¬ 
fit housing society. 

Krieger charged that coun¬ 
cil had “disregarded” public 
opinion as expressed in the 
household questionnaire. 

’This opinion, however, w’as 
not shared by Aid. Murray 
Glazier, the citjr’s housing 
committee chairman. 

He denied that council w'as 
ignoring the Springridge com¬ 
mittee’s proposals for hous¬ 
ing. 

OouncII, he stressed in an 
interview Tuesday, had not 
turned down the area N.I.P. 
committee’s suggestion that 
the housing program be un¬ 
dertaken by a special non¬ 
profit housing society. 

He said nothing should be 
read into the fact tliat the two 
points mentioned by Krieger 
— initiating the liousing pro¬ 
gram and “recycling” money 
into other housing projects — 
were not specifically covered 
in the re|)oi4 presented to 
council, because the re|)ort 
was primarily concerned with 
allocating specific expendi¬ 
ture totals under five general 
headings. 

That was done, he added, 
strictly in accordance with 
preferences expressed in the 
survey. 


Glazier said the principle of 
tuniing over NJ.P. funds to a 
non-profit society' “may or 
may not appeal to council.” 

Meanwhile, the CJommuni- 
ties United for Action group 
(CUFA) sent a letter to coun¬ 
cil Monday voicing strong ob¬ 
jection to council’s “arbi¬ 
trary” decision to exclude the 
innovative housing proposal. 

CUFA, an aBiance of six 
community groups, said the 
housing proposal w'as a direct 
result of the survey Conducted 
earlier this year in Spring¬ 
ridge. 

The exclusion of the propos¬ 
al indicated complete disre¬ 
gard for those people who 
expressed an explicit desire 
for non-profit housing as a 
priority for any housing pro¬ 
gram. and represented a 
“shameful abuse of the demo¬ 
cratic process.” the CUFA 
letter said. 

The group requested: 

• 'That council reinstate 
the housing proposal so that it 
can be democratically dis¬ 
cussed by both council and 
area residents. 

• That council and Gla¬ 
zier be prepared to publicly 
defend “such undemocratic 
tam|>ering” with the original 
housing proposal. 

• That council immedi¬ 
ately debate, in public, the 
right of representatives to 
“discard this type of citizen 
request in such an arbitrary 
fashion” without first having 
direct consultation with local 
neighborhood committees and 
residents. 

At Tuesday’s council meet¬ 
ing, Glazier reported that two 
members of the Springridge 
group met' local CMHC of¬ 
ficials Monday "and came 
away happy” after being told 
why N.I.P. funds could not be 
used for a non-profit housing 
program. 

Krieger, however, disputes 
this, saying that programs 
similar to the one proposed by 
Springridge have been under¬ 
taken elseNvhere in Canada. 
"Federal government funds 
can be used for such proj¬ 
ects.” he declared. 

Council adopted by unani¬ 
mous vote a resolution apply¬ 
ing for the |l million N.I.P. 
allocation with‘Young saying 
the resolution w'as In no way 
contrary to the Springridge 
' committee report. 


Shipbuilding 
unions 
favor strike 


Members of 24 unions connected with B.C. ship¬ 
building here voted 60 per cent in favor of strike action 
but the chief union spokesiman said Tuesday he was op¬ 
timistic something could be worked out between the 
woi-kers and Burrard and Yarrows shipyards. 

James McAvoy of Victoria, head of the Joint Ship¬ 
yards Conference which bargains for the group, said 
814 workers at Burrard Dry Dock in North Vancouver 
and Yarrows Ltd. in Victoria voted 60 per cent for 
a strike. Workers at Quadra Steel, a retail subsidiary of 
the shipyards with stores in Victoria and Nanaimo, also 
cast ballots Mcmday, McAvoy said. 

McAvoy said that another meeting, arranged by 
mediator Fred Geddes, has been set for 2 p.m. Monday 
in Vancouver and he expressed confidence that some¬ 
thing could be worked out. 

“We just feel we’re not that far a{)art,” McAvoy 
said. 

However, McAroy said that if there was no mo\ e 
on management’s part at the Monday meeting, media¬ 
tor Geddes would be asked to “report out,” a formality 
necessary in winding up mediation without an agree¬ 
ment, and 72-hour strike notice would probably be 
served. 

If a strike occurred, it wtnild be the first in the 
B.C. shipbuilding industry in the last 13 years. 

McAvoy contends that the offer by management 
was more than four per cent below the allow able eight 
per cent under federal Anti-Inflation Board guidelines.

CAIRO fUPI) ~ Baron 
Gottfried Von Cramm, Ger¬ 
man y ’ s greatest tennis 
player, was killed Tuesday in 
a collision of his car and a 
truck on the Cairo to Alex¬ 
andria highway, the West 
German embassy said. 

Von Cramm, 67, in Egypt on 
business, was returning from 
the Mediterranean port when 
his car collided uith a truck 
20 miles north of Cairo. His 
driver was also killed, em¬ 
bassy officials said. 

Von Cramm was regarded 
as one of the most elegant 
playei*s of his era. He won the 
FVench singles title in 1934 
and 1936 and held the German 
title from 1932 to 1935 and re¬ 


turned to win the West Ger- sportsmanlike opponents they 


man singles final in 1948 and 
1949. 

Von Cramm was the losing 
finalist at Wimbledon in 1935, 
’36, '37, losing twice to Fred 
Perry of Britain and on the 
third occasion to Don Budge 
of the United States. 

IDs only Wmbledon title 
came in 1933 when he took the 
mixed doubles crown with 
Hilda Krahwlnkel. Von 
Cramm’s career stretched 
from 1930 to 1934 and during 
the 23 years he won 82 out of 
102 Davis Cup matches in 37 
ties. 

Much of the tennis world 
considered Von Cramm one of 
the most gentlemanly and

Coverage boosted, 
agents tell court 


A Victoria county court jury 
was told Tuesday a man 
charged with insurance fraud 
took out separate coverage 
twice within three days about 
six weeks before fire de¬ 
stroyed his belongings. 

Adrian Jonker, of Salt 
Spring Island, is charged with 
six counts of attempted fraud 
involving policies worth 
545,000 and m^ng state¬ 
ments and declarations know¬ 
ing them to be false. In the 
period Dec; 24-31,1975. 

The trial before Judge Les¬ 
lie Cashman was expected to 
continue today and Friday 
with prosecutor Roger Cardi¬ 
nal assisted by I'fick Lang, 
and defence counsel Bruce 
McConnan. ' 

Cardinal told the jury the 
Crown would attempt to show 
that two personal property in¬ 
surance policies were in force 
when fire occurred in a home 
at Ganges rented by the ac¬ 
cused man. 

J(»iker pleaded not guilty to 
attempted fraud by deceit, 
falsehood or other fraudulent 
means in connection with a 
525,000 policy held by Canadi* 
an Indemnity Co., when he 
stated he had no other insur¬ 
ance coverage. 

He is also charged with at¬ 
tempted fraud involving a 
520,000 policy written by Do¬ 
minion Insurance Oorp., by 
stating he held no other ten¬ 
ant policy. 

There are four Additional 
charges of making false state¬ 
ments and declaratiois relat¬ 
ing to the two policies. 

Witness Margot Erickson, 
an insurance agent with Wil¬ 
son and Kofoed Ltd., Van¬ 
couver, said she sold Jonker 
an 58,000 personal property 
policy Nov. 14, 1974, which he 
increased to 5^,000 when the 
policy came up for renewal 
the following year. 

On Nov. 3, 1975, she said 
Jonker raised the coverage by 
another 55,000. 

The witness said she re¬ 
called some mention of an¬ 
tiques when Jonker inquired 
about raising his coverage in 
October, 1975. 

When the policy was in¬ 
creased by 55,000 on Nov. 3, it 
was to be effective from Nov, 
15,1975, to Nov. 15,1976. 

On Dec. 23, the witness 


said, Jonker phoned her to 
report fire damage at his 
Ganges house and this was 
reported by her to the in¬ 
surer. 

In early January, 1976, the 
insurance company issued a 
short-term policy for 520,000 
effective from Nov. 15, 1975, 
to Jan. 14, 1976, accompanied 
by a memo saying it would 
not insure Jonker’s property 
beyond that date. 

Under cross-examination, 
the witness said if an insurer 
was not proceeding with an 
insurance policy after an 
agent had committed cover¬ 
age, the insurance company 
usually notified the agent 
within ttiree weeks. 

But she said this had been 
known to take as long as nine 
months. 

Bruce Hardy, manager and 
part-owner of Salt Spring Is¬ 
land Insurance Agencies, said 
Jonker went to him Nov. 6, 

1975, to take out personal 
property insurance. 

This was in the amount of 
525,000 and was to cover the 
period Nov. 6, 1975, to Nov. 6, 

1976, written by Canadian In¬ 
demnity Co. 

About a week later Jonker 
pointed out to Hardy the poli¬ 
cy he received had his name 
mis-spelled, and this was sub¬ 
sequently corrected in an en¬ 
dorsement. 

About Dec. 22 he was tele¬ 
phoned by Jonker who said 
there had been a fire in his 
home. Hardy went to the Har¬ 
bor House Hotel, wdiere 
Jonker was manager, and 
Jtmker told him he had lost 
all his belongings. 

Hardy said he wouuld con¬ 
tact the insurance firm and 
told Jonker meanwhile to list 
his losses. 

On information from 
Jonker, Hardy made out a 
proof of loss form showing 
losses totalling 537,000 and 
coverage of 525,OCk) for a 
claim of 525,000. 

'The form indicated "none” 
in the space where the insurer 
asked if other insurance was 
carried. Hardy told the court. 

Some time later, he said, 
Jonker inquired when he 
might expect his claim che¬ 
que as he was going on vaca¬ 
tion.

Vehicle rates stay 


Ferry fare cuts 
to be considered 


VANC50UVER (CP) The 
B.C. Ferriet Corporation, 
which tisumea oontrf^ of the 
B.C. Ferries fleet Jan. 1, will 
consider lowering pasiwnger 
fares and adding a new north¬ 
ern route, Transport Minister 
Jack Davis said Monday. 

Davis said the prospect of 
fare changes came because of 
the 20- to 26-per-cent decline 
in ferry traffic between the 
Mainland and Vancouver Is¬ 
land since basic fares were 
doubled on June 1. 

He said any special lower 
rates would be in passenger 
fares only because vehicles 
uere the basic cost factor in 
running the ferries. 

"The possible change w'ould 
he in the area of seasonal 
fares—lower rates in die 
winter, and perhaps during 
off-period days of the week: 
every other ferry service has 
some form of seasonal rates,” 
Davis said. 

After the corporation as¬ 
sumes control of the crown- 
owned ferry service it also 
will considhr a new route be^ 


tween Tsawwassen and Ki- 
timat. 

Davit said this i^e has 
been under study by the gov¬ 
ernment’s transportation ex¬ 
perts to see if there is suf¬ 
ficient demand. He said cor¬ 
poration directors may be 
able to make a'decisioq about 
the route within three«to sue 
months. 

The minister said the ser¬ 
vice might be useful in view 
of a possible pipeline taking 
Alaskan oil to Edmonton from 
Kitimat, and added that the 
highways . ministry already 
wai upgi^nr the logging 
road north of Haxelton to per¬ 
mit better access to the Ste- 
wart-Cassiar road and the 
Alaska IHghwray. 

If a new nortb-coastal route 
is approved a new vessel 
would probably be required, 
costing between $7 million 
and S18 mtllipn depending on 
route and traffic require¬ 
ments, he said. It would 
mainly tecommodate trucks 
and trails although cars 
would be jiermitted, and it 
would turn around every 24 
hours.

2,4-D ruled safe 
for use in lake ' 


Okanagan research scientist 
Alan P. Gaunce has cleared 
the weed-killer 2.4-D for use 
in lakes and on highwray weed 
control programs. 

Gaunce said the weed-killer 
wa.s "no threat to human 
health .<»• environment . . . 
provided that reasonable pre¬ 
cautions are taken.” 

Among Gaunce’s "reason¬ 
able precautions” were the 
following recommendations: 

• Specialists in pi^c 
health, environment and fish 
and wildlife should study each 
proposal and the site of pro¬ 
posed appJlcation before ap¬ 
proval is given. 

• The weed-killer should 
not be applied close to domes¬ 
tic or irrigation water intakes. 

• Nearby beaches should 
be posted with warnings until 
water residues are undetecta- 
ble. 

• lAkes in which 2,4-D is 
used should bf carefully mon¬ 
itored. although previous use 
on aquatic w'eeds has pro¬ 
duced no adverse environ¬ 
mental affects. 

Gaunce stated, "Studies 
have indicated that 2,4-D resi- ~ 
dues in water are quickly de¬ 
graded. apparently by several 
means. Sunlight degrades 

2.4-D to innocuous humic acid 
fan organic constituent of 
soils). In dean water this pho¬ 
tolysis may occur to a deiith 
of a few meters. 

"The 2,4-D is also stningly 
absorbed by aquatic weeds, 
which prpbably translocate it 
to the roots. Most of the 2,4-D 
will be absorbed by the hoi-

Experts puzzle 

over Soviet 
defence policy 
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WASHINT.TON (CP) — 
Along with spy satellites, elec¬ 
tronic eavesdropping and a 
\ast intelligence bureaucracy. 
U.S. analysts have included 
.speculation about cobble¬ 
stones in trying to assess the 
direction of Soviet defence 
policy. 

As Soviet military personnel 
paraded thiwigh Red Square 
Sunday in celebration of the 
59th anniversary of the Bol¬ 
shevik Revolution, U.S. ob¬ 
servers noted that for the sec¬ 
ond consecutive year there 
were no large mifsile carri¬ 
ers, tanks or other vehicles 
with metal treads.' 

Some analysts attributed 
tlTe absence of such weaponry 
to a Soviet desire to offer the 
world a slightly less belliger¬ 
ent imaige, to foster the spirit 
of detente by de-emiphasizing 
the military section of the an¬ 
nual parade. 

Other U.S. analysts, howev¬ 
er, belive the heavy vehicles 
were left out of the parade 
simply to avoid damage to the 
cobbletones of Red Square. 

Such disagreements un¬ 
derline the fact that the Sovi¬ 
et Union remains in many 
ways a puzzle to analysts 
whose reports are the founda¬ 
tion for important decisions 
on diplomatic strategies and 
multi-billion-dollar arms pur¬ 
chases. 

A month ago, the Central 
Intelligence Agency disclosed 
that it had revised' its’ es¬ 
timate of how great a priority 
the Ri^ssians place on their 
armed forces. 

The intelligence agency 
previously estimated that 
almut seven per cent of .Soviet 
gross national pnxluct — 
value of all goods and ser¬ 
vices produced — went into 
defence spending; the revised 
estimate jumped to about 12 
per cent. 

Searching for other clues. 
Kremlin-watchers see sigr^- 
< ance in such things as’ the 
lack of criticism of China by a 
Politburo member, Fyodor 
Kulakov, who spoke last week 
to a Moscow rally. 

Kulakm' said it was unnatu¬ 


ral for Sino-Soviet relations to 
l>e bad, though he added that 
the bad relations are not the 
fault of the Soviet Union. 

S[>eculati()n that the two 
Communist giants might be 
moving toward better rela¬ 
tions has also been j>rompted 
by a decrease in Soviet con¬ 
demnation of China since 
Mao’s death and by what 
.some diplomats saw a.s a 
slightly friendlier Chinese 
telegram sent to Moscow on 
the occasion of Sunday's cele¬ 
brations. 

But no wie in the West 
seems to know with certainty 
w'hat goes on among the Sovi¬ 
et leadersh4> or in the weaip- 
ons factories in areas \vhere 
visitors are barred. 

Thus the questions continue. 

Premier Alexei Kosygin 
drops from pqblic view for a 
few weeks: Influenza or 
powTr struggle? 

Marching soldiers in Red 
Square do not use the tradi¬ 
tional goosestep: A general’s 
whim or a desire to enhance- 
the atmosphere of detente by 
giving the troops a less men¬ 
acing appearance? « 

There remains the T)ossibili- 
ty that, in secret, I^resident- 
elent Jimmy Carter and top 
U.S. officials are getting accu¬ 
rate. comprehensive briefings 
on Soviet and Chinese policy 
trends. 

But that would be a change 
from the now'-disclosed pat¬ 
tern of the past. 

Puzzled U.S. officials, how¬ 
ever, have one consolation: 
Somewhere in the deep 
recesses of the Kremlin there 
may be a group of equally-un- 
certain analysts straining lf> 
predict how U.S. policy will 
develoj) under the leadership 
of a Georgia peanut farmer.

Little city showcase 
for U.S. architects

COLUMBUS. Ind. - Many 
an architect ^\-ould pass up an 
c»ppprtunity in Los Angeles or 
Ne^v Y"ork to design a build¬ 
ing in this little city sur- 
lounded by cornfields in 
Southern Indiana. 

Many already have, and as 
a conseciuence Columbus has 
an impressive array of mod¬ 
em buildings designed by 
some of the nation’s leading 
architects. 

According to a citation of 
the American Institute of Ar¬ 
chitects, Columbus is "an ar¬ 
chitectural showcase of T)er- 
haps the best fwssible exam¬ 
ple of how architecture can 
improve the ptiysical en\iron- 
ment and (luality of life” 

Some residents of Columbus 
(popuIatir>n; 30.000-plus) may 
not understand all the a\ant- 
garde architecture. Rut they 
find it interesting, and they 
appreciate the praise that 
such creations bring to Co¬ 
lumbus. 

Lowell kngolking. an en¬ 
ergetic Odum bus business¬ 
man. f>ut it this way ; 

'As far as art is con- 
cei-ned, I’m a damned big 
clod, but these things are a 
necessary' part of our lives. 
And, well, who is it that 
dfiesn’t like these nice 
things?" 

The person responsible for 
bringing many of these “nice 
things" to Columbus is one of 
the nation’s most unusual bu¬ 
sinessmen. J, Irwin Miller, B7. 
board chairman of Cummins 
Engine Co, a thriving cor- 
IKjration that employs about 
to per cent of Bartholemew' 
County’s workers and makes. 
alx»ut half of the nation's 
diesel engines. 

The fii*st lay luesident of 
the National Council of 
Churches. Miller, a Republi¬ 
can. has also gained attention 
by making Richard Nixon’s 
“enemies list” and by being 
seriously named by Esquire 
Magazine in 1968 as the man 
the Republicans should run 
for president of the United 
•States, 

Miller is an “old shoe" soil 
multi-millionaire. He often 
stands in line at the cafeteria 
n the Commons across fr«)m 
his hank to eat lunch. 

“I see a lot o{ my old 
friends there," he retcntiv 
told a re|K>rier. Because Mill¬ 
er and his <ompany ha\e 




played such a role of leader¬ 
ship hei-e, it is natural that a 
few towns{jeo[)le are critical 
of him, local residents say. 

“You can't have the wealth 
Mr. Miller has without annoy¬ 
ing some people," Engelking, 
a longtime acquaintance, 
said. “He’s worth $200 million 
if he’s woAh a niclwl ’’ 

Although Miller has a lot of 
money to encourage local sell- 
help. he does not throw it 
amund. Some citizens say he 
is a' retiring, self-effacing 
man who is very sensitive to 
charges that he might be 
domineering. 

“Irwin Miller is scare<l to 
death that jieople think he's 
running the town," said 
Stewart E. Huffman, editor of 
the daily new'spaper. “1 told 
him that I wish he was run¬ 
ning it. It would be better 
run.’’ 

Through the Cummins 
gine Foundation, Miller 
helped jiour $6 million 
public pnrjeets in the city in 
the last 20 years, almost half 
of that figure — S2.7 million 
in fees for leading Ameri¬ 
can architects to design pul>- 
l i c buildings. esi)ecially 
schools, for Columbus. 

Cummins Engine is one f)f 
the few’ American corpora¬ 
tions which puts the max¬ 
imum allowable five i)er cent 
of pre-tax profits into charita¬ 
ble work. 

To Paul Goldt)erger. an ar¬ 
chitectural critic, the architec¬ 
tural program here has made 
ColumDus and J. Irwin Miller 
“almost holy words in archi¬ 
tectural circles.” Miller, how¬ 
ever. denies that he set out 
with any idea of having an 
“architectural program.” 

“Thei'e’s a highly acciden¬ 
tal quality to the whole busi¬ 
ness.” he said in an inter¬ 
view. “There wasn’t much 
lormal, long-range planning. 
It was much more a response 
to a community need for 
schools," 

In the 30 years before 1952. 
Columbus had not built a new 
school, despite a large exi>an- 
sion of its population. In the 
1950s, Miller and his com[)any 
decided to offer to pay the 
architect’s fee - 7.2 per cent 
to 10.2 |>er cent of construc¬ 
tion costs - if the Columbus 
school board would choo.se 
fn>m a list of “at least six 
first-ranked American archi¬ 
tects" recommended by a 
panel of two distinguished ar¬ 
chitects. 


Among the other conditions 
of the gifts was that the archi¬ 
tects selected could not have 
built another building under 
the program. This rule has 
led Columbus to have a larger 
number of architects reirre- 
sented in its new buildings. 
Cufimins’ o^r was later ex- 
paneM to include ^ piiblic 
buildings in Ookimbus if re- 
queWed. 

Miller and Cummins do not 
get involved in picking the ar¬ 
chitect for indi\^ual projects, 
a separation which Miller be¬ 
lieves important to maintain. 
Cummins merely pays up the 
architectural fee. 

Although Miller and other 
Columbus businessmen have 
made a lot of money in in¬ 
novative manufacturing here, 
unlike those in many other 
places they ha\e not gone 
away to enjoy their riches. 
Miller and the other business 
leaders encourage their exec¬ 
utives to take an active role 
in solving community prob¬ 
lems through their own e.xam- 
ple. 

“Anybody ought to work 
hard where he is." Miller 
said. 

Cummins executives say 
business should pay more, not 
less, in taxes. When Cummins 
built a large, Kevin Roche- 
designed plant- five miles 
south of here three years ago. 
the company asked that the 
city limits be extended to in¬ 
clude the plant so that their 
taxes would go to Columbus. 

A dozen years ago. Cum¬ 
mins gave more than $1.5 mil¬ 
lion to Columbus for the build¬ 
ing of Otter Creek Golf 
Course, designed by leading 
golf course architect Robert 
Trent Jones, and for the club¬ 
house. designed by Chicago 
architect Harry Weese. 

In his dedication at the 
Otter Creek Club House, Mill¬ 
er addressed the question of 
why an industrial company, 
organized for profit, should 
give its profits to a city in¬ 
stead of using its energy to 
get its city taxes cut,. 

“The answer is that we 
would like to se# the commu¬ 
nity come to l)e. not the 
c h e a p e s t community in 
America, but the very best 
community of its size in the 
country'. . . and we ai-e ha|)py 
to pay our share, whether in 
work, or in taxes, or in gifts 
like this one." he said.

CAIRO (Reuter) — Jinan 
Sadat, wife of Egy])t's pres¬ 
ident, is known for her readi¬ 
ness to challenge sacrosanct 
traditions in a deeply reli- 
g i o u 8 and conservative 
country. 

Mrs. Sadat has at times 
been as controversial as she 
is elegant and eloquent. 

She once publicly chided 
Anwar Sadat for his habit of 
wearing his socks in bed. 
Cjomments like that make her 
seem, especially in Egypt, 
outspoken. 

Her favorite cause is wo¬ 
men’s rights—a sensitive sub¬ 
ject in this largely Moslem 
country. 

She has said her cherished 
aim is to see a civil rights law 
in Egyjit to help protect 
women from ywlygamous 
marriages and from being 
easily divorced. 

TTieoreticaily, the Islamic 
CJode permits a man to take 
up to four wives and divorce 
any of them by saying three 
times; "I divorce you." 

In fact, polygamy is becom¬ 
ing rare and alimcmy laws 
generally make - divorce 
rather difficult. 

Mrs. Sadat’s ideas are hard¬ 
ly revolutionary and she has 
been sharply criticized abroad 
as a “paper feminist.’’ 

But her thoughts on wx)- 
men’s rights and education— 
“WTien I hear they are build¬ 
ing a mosque, I always ask if 
we can have a school instead" 
—have ruffled feathers among 
religious leaders. 

The elegant and stately 
Mrs. Sadat says she prefers 
to steer clear of affairs of 
state. She once said she was 
not privy to the timing of the 
attack across the Suez Canal 
in the 1973 war against Israel. 

' 'Bui her critii^ 

^litlcally ambitious. Th^ 
point to her close friendship 
with another first lady, Mrs. 
Imelda Marcos of the Philip¬ 
pines, who has become gover¬ 
nor of Manila. 

WTiispera that Mrs. Sadat 
harborod an ambition to b^ 
come vice-president caused 
enough concern for President 
Sadat to deny them publicly. 

Jihan Sadat was 43 

years ago to an English 
rruJther and an Egyptian fa¬ 
ther, a doctor. 

She married In the late 
1940s when she was still in her 
teen.s. Sadat was then an up- 
and-coming aqroy officer in 
the final years of King 
Farouk’s reign, before the 
1952 revolution. ^ 

She began making a mark 
in public life with s<jcial wx>rk 
alter the 1967 Middle East 
war. 

Since her husband became 
jjresident in 1970 she has been 
a visible first lady, in contrast 


to her predecessor, the wife of 
Gamal Abdel Nasser. 

She has C8ix)used a variety 
causes, including the wel¬ 
fare erf poor students and fam¬ 
ily. planning. 

She also attends classes at 
Cairo University’s faculty of 
art and—a less well-publicized 
flbCtlvity—presided over the 
furnishing of two luxury 
apartments for two of her 
daughters. 

The Sadat’s apparent wealth 
In a country as poor as Egypt 


is a cause of discreetly voiced 
cynicism and resentment. 

Mjs. Sadat is careful to 
wear Egyptian clothes in pub¬ 
lic here although she admits 
to restocking her wardrobe on 
European shopping trips. 

The latest gossip concerns 
the forthcoming marriage be¬ 
tween one of the Sadat daugh¬ 
ters and the son of Housing 
Minister Osman Ahmed 
Osman, a union Unking two of 
the wealthiest families in 
Egypt.

Mrs. Ott said. 

The shoe partnei-s can get 
in toikrh with each other and 
decide on the style and the 
price. 

She said that the sei^ire 
should be of special impor¬ 
tance to amputees. 

“Can’t you just .see a pair of 
amputees hobbling into a shoe 
store to buy one pair of 
shoes? It will blow the shoe 
salesman’s mind.’’ 

She said she.has discovered 
that stores where people can 
I try shoes on themselves often 
I find pail's of mismatched 
I shoes that they cannot sell. 

I The problem, she said, is 
! that people with mismatched 
; feet are breaking up regular 
i pairs of shoes to make a mis¬ 
matched set.

LONDON (CF) — Saturday 
nights at the local nearly de¬ 
feated Ronald Nicholls in his 
bid to lose weight, for he was 
told to make do with three 
pints of beer instead of 10. 

But he stuck it out and 
today is 98 pounds lighter 
than he was six months ago. 
'T feel as fit as a flea and it’s 
been well worth the effort,” 
said Nicholls, 49. “But I’ll 
admit spinning out those 
three pints on a Saturday 
night nearly got me down.” 

He said that for 20 years his 
weight varied between 250 
and 280 pounds. He decided to 
do something about it when 
his swimniing trunks split and 
he found he could not buy new 
ones to fit. 

“My measurements then 
were 50-50-50. No on^ catered 
for them.” 

Nicholls was a truck driver 
until six months ago. He gave 
it up because of the lack of 
exercise and now is employed 
as a driver-warehouseman. 
This means he drives only in 
the mornings and canies 
heavy carpets all afternoon. 

No one believed him when 
he said he was going to lose 
weight. But, along with fried 
bread and fish and chips, Ni- 
ohoUs gave up candy and 
chocolate — and lost nearly 30 
pounds in the first month. 

”I decided to diet seriously 
and stick to about 1,000 calo¬ 
ries a day,” he said. “I was 
advised to eat six small meals 
a day at two-to ttiree-hour in¬ 
tervals. That way you don’t 
have time to get really 
hungry.”

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White merchants demand compensation for boycott 


JACKSON. Miss. (UPI) - 
Attorneys lor, a |?roup of Port 
Gibson white merchants 
asked a U.S. federal appeals 
court Monday, to set aside a 
lower court injunction that 
has permitted the NAACP to 
continue its appeal against a 
$1.2-milliGn damage judgment 
without posting a 5'1.6-million 
bond. 

DL\on Pyles, a Jackson at¬ 
torney representing the mer- 
<;hants, said he mailed the .ap¬ 
peal of U.S. District Judge 
Onna Smith’s Oct. 20 ruling 
directly to the fifth U.S. Cir¬ 
cuit Cburt of Appeals in New 
Orleans. 

The appeal, if succe8.sful. 
would force the NAACP to 
post a bond of 125 per cent of 
the original damage judgment 


as requiied by MisslsslpiH 
law - - nr risk a move against 
NAACP property for collec¬ 
tion of damages. 

A Hinds Country chancery 
judge on Aug, 25 awarded the 
merchants 51.2 million in 
damages as the result of a 
black economic boycott in 
Port Gibson in the late 1960s. 

' Under state law, the 
NAACP would have been re¬ 
quired to post about 51.6 mil¬ 
lion in bond to appeal the de¬ 
cision. 

However, the civil rights or¬ 
ganization contended the bond 
requirement was excessive. 
Smith enjoined the merchants 
from taking any action to en¬ 
force the chancery court order 
vintil the appellate ponocess is 
completed, and reduced the 


amount of the appeal bond,jo 

5100,000. 

The merchants asked the 
appeals court to knock down 
Smith’s order and allow en¬ 
forcement of thei chancery 


court decision against the 
NAACP and 128 individual de¬ 
fendants in the 1969 lawsuit. 

The appeal al.so asked the 
New Orleans court to allow 
enforcement of the chancery 


court order “with reference to 
mopiea on deposit In certain 
Mississippi banks found by 
the state court to belong to 
the NAACP.” 

Smith, in issuing the injuno 


tlon, held the NAACP would 
suffer "immediate and Irrepa¬ 
rable harm” if its property 
could be seized pending the 
appeal. He said the state bond 
requirement did not afford the 


defendants "the due proce.ss 
required by law in the settle¬ 
ment of their controversy.” 

Attorneys estimated it may 
take three or more years 'be¬ 
fore a final decision is 


reached on the appeal of fhe 
51.2-mlilion judgment. Tlie 
NAACP had been conducting 
a national campaign to raise 
the money, but fell short of 
the goal. 


Don’t ban smoking in flight, says tobacco lobby 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The tdbacco industry said 
here that smoking should not 
be banned on oonunercial air¬ 
liners 'because people who 
smoke are already sufficient¬ 
ly discriminated against by 
having to sit in the back of 
the plane. 

”It may be true that smok¬ 


ing .. . may annoy a few very 
sensitive or vocal persons,” 
the Tobacco Institute told the 
Civil Aeronautics Board. 

“The minor annoyance 
those persons encounter is 
tsily one of many that all per¬ 
sons encounter in daily life. It 
cannot justify a sweeping reg¬ 
ulation that would severely 


restrict the freedom of the 
laige number of persons who 
enjoy smoking . . .” 

The CAB last month pro¬ 
posed a bon on the use of 
cigars and pipes on commer- 
cisd airlines, and said it would 
also consider as part of the 
rulemakins; whether all smok¬ 
ing should be banned In flight. 


An anti-smoldi% group 
called Action on Smoking and 
Health asked for the cigar 
and pipe ban, claiming the 
quality of smoke from that 
source was particularty both¬ 
ersome to nonsmokers. 

"Whatever the aroma of a 
pliw or a cigar, it cannot 
linger long in the cabins 


modern aircraft,” the insti¬ 
tute said. "In most airplanes 
in flight, cabin air is com¬ 
pletely exchanged every five 
minutes or less. 

Die institute noted that 
since 1973 under direction of 
the CAB he airlines have had 
to provide a “no smoking’’ 
area on every flight — usually 


in the front of Die plane. 

While the nonsnioker 
may choose any seat he 
wants, the smoker Is confined 
to a part of the aim^ft that 
connotes second class status 
and that often entails signifi¬ 
cant discomfort and practical 
disadvantages.’' the institute 
added.

Bosses can make passes 
—it’s not a federal case 


NEJWARK, N.J. (UPI) — A 
boss who makes a pass at a 
female exmployee is not 
breaking a federal law. but 
his company may be guilty of 
sex discrimination if it lires 
her for complaining about it, 
a federal judge has ruled. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Herbert Stem said the Public 
Service Electric and Gas Cb. 
did not violate federal sex dis¬ 
crimination laws simply 'be¬ 
cause a company super\isor 
allegedly demanded sexual 
favors from Adrienne Tom¬ 
kins, a former clerk. 

"This court simply cannot 
view this kind of action as 
sexual discrimination al¬ 
though it certainly is sexual 
assault,” Stem said, suggest¬ 
ing that state courts are the 


proper place to bring charges 
concerning that. 

At the same' time. Stem or¬ 
dered a trial on Ms. Tomkins’ 
complaint that PSEG fired 
her to retailiate for complain¬ 
ing that Herbert Reppin, her 
supervisor, allegedly pres¬ 
sured her to have sex with 
him to keep her job. 

M s. Tomkins. 31, of 
Bayonne, said her office 
transferred her to another de¬ 
partment after she com¬ 
plained, but company officials 
continued to harass her until 
she was fired 16 months later. 

The state’s largest utility 
argued that Ms. Tomkins was 
fired because of high absen¬ 
teeism. Ms. Tomkins said she 
w'as out sick because of the 
mental and physicial anguish 


she suffered after the in¬ 
cident. 

Nadine Taub, Ms. Tomkins’ 
attorney, said the PSEG’s 
alleged policy leaves a 
woman with a choice of ac- 
ceeding to a boss’ demands or 
risking the loss of her job. 

"To make her advancement 
on the job depend on her sex¬ 
ual performance is to resur¬ 
rect her former status as 
njan’s property or plaything,” 
Ms. Taub said.

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Russia presses probe of Tunguska phenomenon

MOSCOW (AP) — One the 
mondng of June 30. 1306. an 
e.^oshm lit up the already 
bright tky over central Si¬ 
beria. The force , was strong 
oiough to knock horses to the 
ground more than 400 miles 
away. 

Inveshgators later estimat¬ 
ed that the blast was equal to 
the detonation d 30 million 
tons d TNT or the equhTilent 
of 1.500 atomic bombs of the 
type that devastated Hiroshi¬ 
ma. 

Sixty-eight years alter it 
happened, scientists are still 
unable to agree on the cause 
of the Tunguska phenomenon, 
named for the remote forest 
where the e.xplosion took 
place. The initial assumption 
was that a gigantic meteorite 
had smashed into llie earth, 
but this idea was ultimately 
rejected when no crater and 
no meteor fragments could be 
found. 

Every summer for the last 
17 years, the So\'iet Union has 
sent expeditions to the area 
where thousands of charred 
and flattened trees still lie 
over a vast e.xpanse shaped 
like a buttertly, stretching 50 
miles from wing to ^xing. 
'Ihey always come back with 
a little more data, as they did 
this summer, but no proof of 
what reallj' hapjjened. 

The Tunguska mystery has 
spawned numerous theories 
from both serious scientists 
and dreamy science fiction 
writers. The theories range 
from an expkxled comet head 

• the most popular notion 
among Soviet scientists hxlay 

- to a blown-up spaceship, to 


the invasion of a “black hole'* 
from the fqr reaches of the 
universe. But for every theory 
raised, someone has come up 
with a plausible rebuttal. 

Continued interest in the 
Tunguska explosion has par¬ 
ticular relevance in the nu- 
tilear age. 

How, for example, would 
the nuclear powers react if an 
exfriosion of the Tunguska 
magnitude occurred again 
somewhere in Russia? In the 
United States? InJ3iina? 

Here are the generally ac¬ 
cept^ data about the Tun¬ 
guska phenomenon; 

A space body of undeter- 
tnined si/e penetrated the 
earth’s atmosphere, Iravellirg 
from east to west at a speed 
of more than 3,000 miles an 
hour. It exploded about four 
miles above the earth, over 
the lower Tunguska River 
ba.sin of .Siberia. 

The blast levelled trees over 
a 1,250-square mile area, fire- 
sumably killing all living 
things. But since the area was 
1 a r e 1 y uninhabited, few 
human deaths were recorded. 
The explosion was followed by 
intense radiation, which ignit¬ 
ed a widespread fire. 

for vx-eeks after the explo¬ 
sion, the night sky glowed 
vxith e.xtraordinary lumines¬ 
cence, seen as far away as 
Western Europe. 

In addition, there were 
.some particularly puzzling 
features. Trees at “ground 
zero.” immediately beneath 
the blast, remained standing. 
Only their bark and branches 
wpi*e stripped clean. 

Also, because of the radia¬ 
tion bums and the resem¬ 


blance to nuclear explosion, 
scientists expected to find 
heavy traces of radioactivity 
in the area. But they did not. 

What they did find, howev¬ 
er, was unusually lash vegeta¬ 
tion which had grown in the 
area since the explosion. And 
examination of the growth 
rings of trees which survived 
outside the devastated zone 
showed that the wood had in¬ 
creased at 1 to 320 times its 
normal rate since 1908. 

Although no meteorite frag¬ 
ments were found, microscoi)- 
Ic particles of melted sUkapc, 
or glass, were disoovered sev¬ 
eral years ago in the peat 
bogs of Tunguska. These par¬ 
ticles did not resemble othei- 
silicate found on earth. They 
contained the rare elements 
selenium and ytterbium, 
which were thought to origi¬ 
nate only in the depths of 
planets. 

The ni<jst prevalent Iheorie.s 
as to what happened: 

X comet head blew up. This 
notion supposes that the head 
of a comet, a huge “dirty 
snowball” o# frozen gases, ex¬ 
ploded fronl the heat generat¬ 
ed by its clash with earth air. 
This w'ould explain why there 
vx’as neither a crater nor 
traces of meteorite iron found 
later. The trajectory of the 
Tunguska body has been cal¬ 
culated as typical of comets, 
rock of anti-matter, com¬ 


posed of atomic elements op¬ 
posite to those making up the 
matter in this universe, tra¬ 
velled from ahbther solar sys¬ 
tem and disintegrated on con¬ 
tact jvith earth’s ordinary 
atomsT Modem astronomy has 
proposed the existence of anti¬ 
matter. and some have 
theorized that its collision with 
matter would produce a 
gamma ray fireball and blast 
similar to the Tunguska oc¬ 
currence. 

• Even more e.xatic is the 
“black hole” theor>', vxhich 
suggests that a collapsed star 
from another galaxy hit Si- 
l>eria, passed through the 
earth and came out through 
the north Atlantic, cwitinuing 
on Its way out of the universe, 
TTiis possibility was raisetl 


III a 1973 article by twx) Uni¬ 
versity of Texas scientists 
expanding on new assump¬ 
tions in astronomy that there 
are objects — “black holes” 
— in the sky so dense in grav¬ 
ity that even light is swal¬ 
lowed up by them. The two 
contend that a tiny black 
hole’s penetration of the at¬ 
mosphere and earth would ex¬ 
plain most of the effects re¬ 
ported from Tunguska. 

A number of scientists here 
and abroad cling to the belief 
that Tunguska w*as a nuclear 
explosion. They arrive at this 
largely through a process of 
elimination of wtiat Tunguska 
could not have been. They say 
it wa.s not strong enough to be 
chemical and there is no 
kndtvTi natural force of such 


strength. 

If this theory is the most 
plausible so far. it raises the 
obvious question: Who or 
what was responsible for a 
nuclear explosion almost tour 
decades before man 
harnessed nuclear fission? 

A well-known Soviet science 
writer, Ale.xander Kazantsev, 
proposed that a nuclear-pow¬ 
ered spaceship from an ad¬ 
vanced extra terrestrial civili¬ 
zation may have accidentally 


blowt) up as it approache<l 
eartli. At least, he says, who 
can dispute it? 

Kazantsev has suffered 
unrelenting criticism from the 
Soviet scientific community 
lor pressing this theory, but 
this same oommuitity has 
erred before over Tunguska. 
It was not until 1960 that the 
leading Soviet investigators 


conceded that the explosion 
could not have been caused 
by the impact of a conven¬ 
tional meteorite, . 

The man who first publicly 
disputed the meteorite as¬ 
sumption was Alexander Ka¬ 
zantsev.

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Infant malnutrition 
may only delay 

brain development 




BOSTON, (UPD-A Boston 
University fchool at medicine 
researcher saW infant -malnu¬ 
trition may only delay devel¬ 
opment ct the brain rather 
than cause irreversiSlc harm. 

The results of the study, by 
Ana G. Oolmenares indicate 
malnutrition-induced retarda¬ 
tion in children may be re¬ 
versible. Child retardation is 
a severe pax>blem In nations 
where many, live on the verge 
of etarvation. 

In her study ^e fed a 
number a rats a low-protein 
diet from the middle o# gesta¬ 
tion until they were 20 days 
old. These rats had signifi¬ 
cantly smaller brains than 
ones fed a normal diet over 
the same period erf time. 

However, when the mal¬ 
nourished animals were then 
placed on a, normal diet their 
brains grew to normal size 
within 70 days of age. 

Ms. Colmwiares, a Venezue¬ 
lan graduate student in anato¬ 
my, says the primary reason 
fbr the smaller brains in the 
underfed rats is that the 
growth of individual brain 
cells is stunted, causing them 
to resemble the cells of 
younger, normal rats. 


the study, in-egnant rats 
were given a low-protein diet, 
beginning in the middle of 
gestation and continuing until 
the nursing pups were 30 days 
old. 

A control group of pregnant 
rats were given normal diets. 

At 20 days the under^ 
nourished pups weighed only 
38 per cent as much as the 
normally fed animal in the 
control group. 

Furthermore, M s. Col- 
m e n a r e 8 measured the 
thiedmesses of the cerebral 
cortex of the rats and found 
them to be 10 per cent thinner 
than those in the normal ani¬ 
mals. The cerebral cortex Is 
considered the most impor¬ 
tant part of the brain for in¬ 
tellectual functioning 

She said that when she 
began her studies it was gen¬ 
erally thought that the brain 
would be permanently dam¬ 
aged in children with diet- 
related retardation. 

“The literature indicated 
that malnutrition would lead 
to a less developed brain, 
with no rehabilitation possi¬ 
ble,” she said. She says the 
results of her studies are en¬ 
couraging.

Garden Notes 


So far, in this series on fruit 
trees for the home garden, we 
have discussed apples and 
pears. Today I think we might 
have a look at the plum, 
v^drioh is about the most reli¬ 
able (rf all our fruit trees. 

A well grown plum tree can 
yield a tremendous crop — in 
fact, it is a fairly common 
thing tor the branches to 
break under the weight of the 
crop. Against this prolific 
cropping, one disadvantage is 
that plums cannot be stored 
tor future use like apples and 
pears. And as no normal fani- 
lly can even begin to eat up 
all the fresh plums produced 
in a good year, it will be nec¬ 
essary to use up the surplus 
In canning or preserving, in 
jam or in wine. 

All the stone fruits — these 
are the kinds that make just 
one big seed or stone — are 
great lime lovers; I in^agine 
the lime is needed tor the 
building of the stone or seed, 
the skeleton around which the 
fmit is tormed. This lime is 
best applied in the form of

I was not surprised, on re¬ 
turning from Russia, to find 
that my proposal for eliminat¬ 
ing the weekend had not yet 
been widely adopted in the 
United States. 

My idea, it may be remem¬ 
bered, was that by eliminat¬ 
ing the traditional Saturday- 
Sunday weekend and giving 
people whatever t^^x) days off 
they wanted, we would not 
only ease the weekend crowd¬ 
ing of our recreatiwial places, 
such as beaches, parks and 
tennis courts, but also keep 
the cogs of industry turning 
seven days a week instead of 
five, thus increasing the gross 
national product, ending un¬ 
employment and poverty, and 
improving the quality of life. 

To those who might protest 
that eliminating Sunday as 
our day of worship would 
con^plete the secularization of 
America, I pointed out that on 
the contt^uy, religion vvi|uld 
be greatly served, since we 
would have seven days of 
worship, instead of one. the 
Sabbat bring whatever day a 
person chose to make it. 

"Sunday is the Sabbath Day 
and so should remain." wrote 
Ixiis Koch of Santa Maria. 
C^lif., in a letter typical of 
those opposing the plan. 'T 
wish we could go back to 
years ago when Sunday was a 
day of going to church, com¬ 
ing back to a special break- 
♦ fast or lunch, talbng^ a ride to 
^ tne beach, ^ park and spend- 
^ Iqg an hoq'i* CT’ *9 .fast sitting 
on the front porch contemplat- 


pulverized limstone, a mild 
and long-lasting form, rather 
than the stronger hydrated 
lime. Also, plum* are hungry 
feeders and benefit from a 
generous surface mulch of old 
rotten manure, or from feed¬ 
ing with a high-nitrogen fertil¬ 
izer pkis a sawdust mulch to 
conserve soil moisture. 

If you have room tor only 
me plum tree, I would think 
your best bet would be the 
Victoria plum. This is a beau¬ 
tiful English variety, light yel¬ 
low with purplish spots and 
honey-sweet yellow flesh, 
good for canning or jam or 
eating out of hand. Victoria is 
one of the few i^um varietie.s 
which can set a good crop of 
fruit without another pkwn 
tree of a different variety 
nearby. The crop is usually 
ready for picking around the 
last week in August. 

Probably the most relialUe 
of all our local plums is the 
Italian Prune. This is a free¬ 
stone plum, which means tha 
flesh separates easily from 
the stone; the other kind are 


called clingstone varfeties. It 
makes a fair-sized fruit, dark 
purple in color and with a 
dusty "bloom" on its skin like 
that found on a well-grown-, 
grape. It is sweet and juicy 
and with a delicious flavor. 

While a lone Italiah Prune 
plum tree will set SOME fruit 
without a mate, the crop will 
be vastly improved if another 
compatible variety is grown 
nearby. Italian Prune crops a 
little later than Victoria, 
around the third week in Sei> 
temtoer, and there is an Early 
Italian Prune which is ready 
tor picking about two weeks 
earlier. 

A real connoisseur’s [dum is 
Yellow Egg. very large and 
oval shaped, with a clear 
golden skin and juicy yellow 
flesh. This one is a bit fussier 
and not as prolific as the first 
twfo phims mentioned, but its 
distinctive flavor is superb. 
To my mind, it is one of the 
finest plums for eating direct¬ 
ly from the tree, and it makes 
a taste-tingling jam if a little 
lemon juice is added to coun¬ 
teract its cloying sweetness. 


About the earliest of our 
common varieties is the 
Peach Plum, which ripens or¬ 
dinarily in early August but in 
an exceptional susmmer has 
been known to mature before 
the end of July.

These four varieties, all ri¬ 
pening at different times, will 
keep the table supplied with 
fresh fruit over a period of 8 
to 10 weeks. If you have room 
tor one more tree, I think I 
would plump for Green Gage 
if only for its delicious and 
different flavor when eaten 
out of hand, and tor the tart, 
refreshing tang of Green 
Gage jam which never cloys 
the palate. 

Green Gage is a late plum, 
ripening around the end of 
September, with small 
giwnish-yellow fruits and 
flesh that melts in your 
mouth.

Instead of protests, 
however. I have received sev¬ 
eral invitations to attend 
churches which are already 
doing business on other days 
than Sunday, including Con¬ 
gregation Beth Shalon in En- 
cino, Calif.

I 
had them neatly wrapped and 
labeled by years and sadly 
placed them in the trash bin 
at the rear of the church 
parking lot. Much to my dis¬ 
may. I returned later that af¬ 
ternoon to find three neighbor 
boys, about eight years old. 
gloriously untying all 12 bun¬ 
dles and casting them to the 
wind. After chasing the boys 
out of the trash bin, out of 
embarrassment that someone 
would find one of these moldy 
oldies, I tracked them all 
down and redeposited them 

'That is a poignant tale, and 
I’m not sure that Mr. Halvor- 
aon acted wisely. What more 
could a pastor ask for his 
words, however moldy, than 
to have them broadcast to the 
winds by innocent children?

If you w'ait long enough, 
everything in history is paid 
for, with interest. There is a 
kind of rough justice over the 
centuries that can be per¬ 
ceived and appreciated only 
by those who stand back far 
enough to get a perspective of 
time.

How did they get there In 
the first place? Because Bri¬ 
tain seized possessions to 
which it had no right, in 
India, in the Caribbean, 
wherever it could during the 
19th century reign of empire. 
When these people, ultimate¬ 
ly, became citizens of the 
Commonwealth, there was 
then no legal way to stop

Asseclatod Press 

Hip Soviet Union has been 
banned from 1977 Davis Cup 
tennis competition for refu.s- 
ing for political reasons to 
play Chile in this year’s semi¬ 
final round. 

The Davis Cup management 
committee made the an¬ 
nouncement Sunday in Paris. 
The committee said any 
country that enters the com¬ 
petition, then withdraws for 
any reasem short of a natural 
disaster should be excluded 
from the following year’s 
tournament. 

At the .same time, the man¬ 


agement committee of the In¬ 
ternational Lawn Tennis Fed¬ 
eration gave the Soviet Union. 
Clzechoslovakia and Hungary 
until Dec. 15 to pay fines and 
damages resulting fitwri their 
v^ithdrawals in late August 
from the Federation Cup wo¬ 
men^ competitition in Phila¬ 
delphia. 

Each country was fined 
510,000 for quitting the tour¬ 
nament to protest the pre¬ 
sence of South Africa. If they 
do not pay on time, they will 
be barred from any team 
events controlled by the 
ILTF.

Soviets prescribe more work for elderly

MOSCDW (irpi) — The 
babushkas sat at a table in 
front of the big window in 
their immaculate white 
walled ro(|pn. 

The window overlooked a 
small garden and a stand of 
trees but the old women had 
not time to admire the view. 
They were oonoentratiiig on 
the piecework. 

Each had a wide spool on a 
stand before her. From the 
spool cajne lengths of white 
string they were knotting into 
small net pockets for chil- 
d r e n ’ 8 miniature billard 
tables. 

"Look at this,” Olga Mi- 
trofanorva commanded her 
visitor’s. “We do good work, 
don’t we? We j-oungeters can 
still earn our keep.” 

- The couple laughed. "Of 
course, we're youngsters. We 
only have 170 years between 
us.” she said. 

Mrs. Mitrofanova and room¬ 
mate Mishina Praskovia, both 
»5, both wearing the kerchiefs 
traditional to Russian grandr 
mothers, are examjrfes West¬ 
ern reporters are shown of 
the Soviet theory of how to 
treat the aged. 

"We call it curing with 
labor.” said Alexander Ties- 
tin. director of Moscow Home 
No. 30 for invalids and aged 
where the women live. 

Along with the Ijftror. whiiii 
is not mandatory, the women 
ai’e provided a free double 
room, thrre substantial meals 
aryl one snack a day. clothing, 
medical care, entertainment 
and tr^ansportation around 
Moscow. They also get jv)cket 
money and a share of the 


earnings from their work. The 
rest goes lor communal enters 
tainment and improvements 
to the home. 

Other residents talk about 
the good food, the good atti¬ 
tude of the sta:£f—290 persons, 
including 12 doctors, 58 
nurses, 117 nurses’ aides, 26 
in the kitchen for 610 patients 
— and the medical care. 

There is another side to 
age in the Soviet Union. 

Two years ago, nccording to 
Western diplomatic sources, 
police sevching a Moscow 
neighborhood terrorised by an 
outtoeak of murders discov¬ 
ered a number (rf old people 
sleeping in the stairwells of 
apartment houses. 

Like many Muscovites they 
had rented single rooms in 
communal apartments. Then, 
in order to eke out their amall 
pensions, they sublet tha 
rooms and moved into the 
stairweMs. 

There are two million men 
and wtMnen of retirement age 
in Moscow, a quarter of the 
population 

Many live with their chil¬ 
dren and help qut as babysit¬ 
ters so wife as well as hus¬ 
band in the younger. genera¬ 
tion can go out to work. Some 
live in relative comfort alone. 

If they have held jobs of 
their owp, women at age 55 
and men at 60 are eligible for 
60 per cent of their pay as a 
pension. 

'Ihe minimum pension for 
those who have never worked 
\n 45 rubles (58.50) a month. 
The maximum fbr a retired 
worfcer is 120 rubies ($156) 
and the Moscow average is 76 


nible.s (598.80), according to 
official statistics. 

This conrmarwt to the cur¬ 
rent mininium monthly salary 
for a ^viet worker of 70 
rubles (S82) and an average 
of 150 rubles (5196). 

Thus at the upper end of the 
pension scale life can be com¬ 
fortable by Soviet standards. 

At the bottom, meat is a 
luxury to be sampled once or 
twice a month, a ride on the 
Metro something to think 
twice about. 

Svetlana V. Baritlova, a 
trained social wprkbr on the 
Moscow city board of sotdal 
insurance, aays old people liv¬ 
ing alone are encouraged to 
move to a home for the aged. 
"We canvass each district 
telling them they should come 
to os, and the sooner the bet¬ 
ter for their own adjustment,” 
she said. 

There are 23 homes for the 
aged in Moscow and the new 
five-year plan calls for the ad¬ 
dition of l.(X)0 more beds a 
year. "But already there is no 
waiting list and the last home 
we built is half empty,” Mrs. 
Barilova said. 

Why? 

"It has been our national 
custom, old people living with 
their family,” Mrs. Barilo^'a 
.said. "Very few peoi^e have 
never 'vorked — we are a so¬ 
ciety of workers — so peoi^le 
have a good pension, their flat 
and they can take care of 
th€Hiiselves. 

"And we encourage those 
who c;an to delay their retir¬ 
ement and continue to work, 
especially the young ones not 
yet 70," she said, 
ing number of the elderly 


complain they have lost their 
role ih society and fight 
against age limits on jobs, the 
Soviet Union considers iU 
aging men and women vital 
components of the work force. 

Those whose skills are most 
in demand, like docUH’s, plant 
workers and foremen, teach¬ 
ers in rural schools, and civil 
servants from piailmen to the 
military, can keep pension 
along with salary up to a 
309-ruble (5390) a month ceil¬ 
ing. 

Engineei's, technicians and 
other teachers can keep 50

Farm workers are invited 
back every year to help with 
the harvest. 

In the citice, old people sito- 
plement their pensions with 
low-paid jobs as cloakroom 
attendants, watchmen, eleva¬ 
tor operators, cleaning 
wom^ and ticket sellers. An 
old babushka is a familiar 
sight cleaning the halls and I 
entry of apartment houses or 
sw'eeping up in a vegetable 
shof). 

In the remote countryside 
old people go out to pick wild 
mushrooms and fruit which 
they sell to the state at collec¬ 
tion centres. Nearer to the 


cities, elderly peasants can 
farm small allotments of land 
and bring their crops to the 
farmers market, a rare in¬ 
stance of officially tolerated 
free enterprise. 

Paid beJbysittir« is an un¬ 
known institution and there 
are only enough places in day 
care centres for an estimated 
half the young in the city and 
a quarter in the country. So a 
babushka in the family makes 
life much simpler for a work¬ 
ing mother, which moat Soviet 
women arc. 

'The babushka takes the 
children to the park or school 
and stands in the endless lines 
that form in shops of all sorts 
to buy even such a daily 
necessity as bread. 

’The elderly, whether they 
help with grandchildren or 
not, are entitled to ask their 
children 6 r support money in 


addition to their pensions. ^ 
They can go to court, if neces¬ 
sary, to claim what the Sovi¬ 
ets call "alimony” payments. 

•For those with no job or 
family to occupy them, time 
can hang heavy. On a sunny 
day in Moscow they mull over 
chess boards or doze on 
benches in the many small 
parks dotting the city. They 
congregate also at the free 
t-oncerts given by music stu¬ 
dents in the Little Hall of the 
Moscow (Conservatory. 

Because of the ravages of 
civil war, purges and thf) Sec¬ 
ond world War, babushkas far 
outnumber dedushkas (grand¬ 
fathers). 

When illness strikes, they 
can consult trained gerontolo¬ 
gists in the larger hospitals. 
But if the prognosis is bad, 
doctors encourage families to 


keep their elderly at home be¬ 
cause hoKpdtal beds are at a 
premium. 

Doctors • make free htxLse 
calls and low incbme patient.s 
pay only 20 per cent of the 
cost of medicines •— those 
that are available. 

Burial expenses can be as 
little as 60 or 70 rubles (579 or 
591) including the ocwt of a 
woixlen coffin (for communist 
party members always 
draped in red bunting), pre¬ 
paring the body for viewing, 
hiring a small bus to trans¬ 
port it from the morgue tf) 
crematoriurp, flowers and 
burial of ashes, usually in a 
wall niche. 

The slate will *|)rovide up to 
two months additional pension 
for families that w^ld have 
trouble paying^' 


Most Moscow funerals take 
place in a new white marble 
crematoritan just outside the 
city, The cost ranges from 18 
to 30 rubles (523.40 to 565).

Disease 

detected 
in sauna 


MILWAUKEE. (UPI) — 
Researchers in two U.S. medi¬ 
cal schools report they have 
discovered a disease that 
sauna bath users can get if 
they are careless. 

Researchers at the medical 
college of Wisconsin here and 
at Northwestern University 
Medical School , in CSdcago 
found that a mold common to 
redwood and cedar grows well 
in tha hot, moist air of a 
sauna. 

In a report In the latest 
Issue of the journal of the 
American Medical Associa¬ 
tion, the rese ar chers docu¬ 
mented the case of a ^year- 
old man who developed a lung 
disorder from inhaling the 
mold in his sauna. 

The mold grew in a cedar 
bucket in the sauna which he 
had left with water in it for 
weeks at a time. 

The warm, humid atmo¬ 
sphere of the sauna allowed 
the mold to gmw. The man de¬ 
veloped hypersensitive pneu¬ 
monitis by inhaling the mold 
when he would pour it over 
the hot stones in the sauna,* 
the researchers said. 

Once he quit leaving the 
bucket in the sauna and used 
only fresh water to pour over 
the stones, his condition 
cleared up. 

Dr. Jordan Fink, head of 
the allen^y department at the 
medical college here, said 
there were probably other 
cases involving what has been 
christened “sauna takers dis¬ 
ease.” 

Fink said the man was 
healthy, and usually ran two 
or three miles a day. But the 
man told doctors at Northwes¬ 
tern he started developing 
chills, fever and a cough ac- 
rompanied by \vheezing, 
shortness of breath and 
tiredness after his daily morn¬ 
ing sauna.

He said the new minibomb, 
based on the fusion principle, 
would have almost no fallout 
and little blast effect and 
therefore "does not destroy 
half the countryside.” 

“But its lethal radiation 
would kill troops in the open 
or in tanks over a wide area, 
thus having a potent deterrent 
effect.” he said. 

In an article published by a 
foreign affairs resetfrch insti¬ 
tute before the broadcast 
Menaul said NATO’s conven¬ 
tional forces no longer could 
halt a surprise assault by 
Warsaw pact forces in Europe 
and would be compelled to 
use nuclear weapons, perhaps 
after only a few hours.

Statistics Canada figures 
showed Tuesday that there 
were 6T9,000 unemployed in 
the country last month. The 
number was up by 9,000 from 
September and the jobless 
rate, adjusted for seasonal 
changes in tht* work force, 
was up fr<Mn 7.3 per cent. 

In October, 1375, there were 
f)43,000 unemployed and the 
jobless rate was 7.1 per cent. 

And while .Macdonald had 
predicted creation of 250,OOi) 
new jobs this year in last 
•May’s budget, growth in the 
number of employed persons 
since October, 1975, stood at 
only 145,000. 

Cf the unenryployed, about 
■J38.000 arc heads of house¬ 
holds supporting dependents. 
Of those 203,000 are male and 
55,000 female. 

Outside the Commons. Mac¬ 
donald said it was evident the 
rate of recovery had not been 
as fast as expected. The more 
difficult question was why 
there had been a slowdown.

Union disclosure rule 
unnecessary, says Guy 


Pn)vinvial and Victoria 
labor leaders want Labor 
Minister Allan Williams to 
take another look at the B.C. 
LabflkCode and its provisions 
for cB^lcsure by unions of 
their nnancial rx)sitions to 
their memberships before an¬ 
nual meetings. 

B.C. Federation of Labor 
s|)okesman Len Guy and Vic- 
toiia Laljor Council president 
John Schibli reacted Tues<lay 
to a .Monday announcement 
by Williams that the province 
was considering legislation 
that would require full disclo¬ 
sure of financial affairs of 
trade unions to members in 
advance of annual meetings. 

The minister said in a Van¬ 
couver interview that s<jme 
unioq leaders might object to 
the proi)osal but said that if 
they have nothing to hide, 
they have nothing to fear. 

‘"nie fact of the matter is 
that unions already make full 
inlormation on their financial 


status available to their 
members and this information 
is already required under the 
labor code, so this latest com¬ 
ment by the minister of lab¬ 
or is completely unneccessa- 
ly." according to Guy. 

Schibli termed Williams 
()ror)osals as "absolutely ri¬ 
diculous." 

".Not only does the code 
I)rovlde for it but I’m sure 
evei-y constitution of the trade 
unions in B.C. require the fur¬ 
nishing of accounts for their 
membership," he said. 

Schibli said he had heard of 
no incidents of membershiyis 
being denied access to their 
unions accounts nor did he ex- 
I)ect Williams to be able to 
dix'ument any legitimate com¬ 
plaints. , 

"If there’s any from any 
members it’s because they 
don’t know their rights." he 
said adding "no am<junl of 
legislation is going to help 
this . . ” 


Guy countered Williams’ 
proposal with a suggestion 
that the government "in light 
of this apparent suspicion of 
activities of the trade union 
movement" should require 
comyianies to make similar fi¬ 
nancial information available 
to the labor movement. 

"Such a movement would 
represent a positive, innova¬ 
tive a|)proach to industrial re¬ 
lations rather than a superflu¬ 
ous and somewhat insulting 
innuendo," he said. 

A second proposal made 
Monday by Williams requir¬ 
ing certification and de-cer- 
tificatitm votes was also 
termed unnecessary by Schil> 
li. 

"If there’s any question of 
the validity of a union’s status 
either management or a com¬ 
peting union can ask for a 
representative vote," he said 
this was provided under the 
labor code.

.SALISBURY (CP) — A Ca¬ 
nadian bachelor, with a his¬ 
tory of violence and insanity, 
has dietl while serving with 
the Rhodesian army. Indica¬ 
tions are that he was killed 
while on active patrol against 
black guerrillas. 

The Canadian was identified 
in a government communique 
Tuesday as Lance Corporal 
Matthew Charles Lamb, 28. 
Relatives said later that 
Lamb came from Windsor. 
Ont. He was one of several 
hundred foreigners recruited 
by the Rhodesian govern¬ 
ment. 

Lamb’s name was men¬ 
tioned in the statement which 
said that eight black national¬ 
ist guerrillas — including two 
women — were killed in new 
c lashes. The two women were 
described as terrorists killed 
in the last 48 hours. Lamb 
was known to have died last 
Sunday. 

This w'as the first time the 
white minority government 
acknowledged that black 
women were fighting against 
government trwps. 

Five black civilians also 
were reported kidnapped by 
guerrillas and marched at 
gun|»oint acn)ss Rhode.sia’s 
western border into Bots- 
Avana, which previously has 
denied giving sanctuary to na¬ 
tionalist forces. 

Five members of a road 
gang working near Rhodesia’s 
eastern border with Mozambi¬ 
que were bound together and 
shot to death by nationalist 
guerrillas, the communique 
said. 

A sixth worker also was 
shot but survived .and was 
hos()italized with serious 
wounds. 

Police records show that 
Lamb spent 14 months in 
Kingston penitentiary for fir¬ 
ing two shots at a Windsor po¬ 
liceman in 1965. In 1367 Lamb 
was sent to a mental institu- 
ticxi after two persons were 
killed on a Windsor street. He 
was acquitted of murder by 
rea.son of insanity. '

i..amb became a m<x1el inmate 
in the institution and was re¬ 
leased in 1973. He spent about 
a year on a farm and then 
decided to travel to Australia 
as part of a world trip. 

I.Amb joined the Rhodesian 
forces while on a sloixwer in 
South Africa. 

Still in a Rhodesian jail is 
Trooper Michael McKeowhi of 
Dartmouth, N.S., who was 
sentenced to one year deten¬ 
tion after signing up with the 
Rh<xlesian forces and refusing 
to fight. 

Representatives of Rhodesia 
Itave tr^ed to reci^ii^ number 
of Canadians although such 
i-ecruitment in Canada is ille¬ 
gal.

under Margaret Thatcher. 

This is the message he 
is to deliver in a speech 
today.

Powell says 
that continued Labor nile 
is preferable to a return 
to the conservatives. 

The three reasons he 
gives for this are Labor 
iwlicio? on the economy, 
which he thinks are more 
likely to serve the coun¬ 
try’s neetls. on immigra¬ 
tion. and on the European 
Econ.imic Comrpunity. He 
was one of tlie most fer¬ 
vent opponents of Britain’s 
entry into the Common 
Market in 1973, 

Powell was firad 
minister of health by 
former Conservative 
prime minister Edward 
Heath for strongly cri¬ 
ticizing the continued im¬ 
migration frf non-whites, 
and predicting racial vio¬ 
lence in the streets. 

He now sits for a North¬ 
ern Irish constituency as 
a member of the 10-strong 
lister Unionist group in 
the British Parliament. 
But Powell was speaking 
only for himself.

dents in Grade 4 in three gen¬ 
eral aspects of reading — 
word identification, compre¬ 
hension of prose materials 
and comprehensiOT of func¬ 
tional materials. 

In all three cases, the 1,638 
students in Grade 4 in the 
Great e r Victoria district 
topped the provincial 
average. 

In word identification. 
Greater Victoria students 
scored 75.2 per cent, com¬ 
pared >^ith the B.C. average 
of 73 per cent. In comprehen¬ 
sion of prose materials, the 
Greater Victoria average was 
71.6 per cent, compared with 
69 per cent provincially. And 
in comprehension of func¬ 
tional materials,. Greater Vic¬ 
toria had 74.1 per cent while 
the provincial average was 
70.8 per cent 

In the further breakdown of 
the results, Greater Victoria 
.students in Grade 4: came up 
with the highest gains in 
I structural analysis, 4.9 per 
cent higher than the provin¬ 
cial average of 61 per cent. 

Second on the list was com¬ 
prehension of signs where the 
Greater Victoria .score was 4.7 
I)er cent higher than the pro¬ 
vincial average of 81.5 per 
cent. In arithmetic stories. 
Greater Victoria’s 69.5 per 
cent was four per cent higher 
than the B.C. average, 

The test was the first in a 
five-year program set out by 
Education Minister Pat 
McGeer to establish guide¬ 
lines on uhat needs to be im¬ 
proved in the province's edu¬ 
cational system.

Already a swath 50 feel 
wide has been cleared 
through brush to Beaver Lake 
where the Greater Victoria 
Water District will lay an 
overflow pipe from the new 
reservoir. 

The concrete reservoir is 
expected to cost $2 million, 
bringing total cost of the proj¬ 
ect, which includes land ac¬ 
quisition, Installation of 400 
feet of pipe and planning, to 
about $3 miflion. 

The overflow pipe, two feet 
in diameter, to be installed 


next summer, is an emer¬ 
gency feature of the reser¬ 
voir. 

If the automated controls 
governing water levels in the 
reservoir were ever to fail, 
the pipe would carry the over¬ 
flow the half mile west to 
dump it in Beaver Lake, Up¬ 
ward explained. 

The idea of having toe over¬ 
flow empty into Haliburton 
Oeek was discarded Joecause 
should the system ever be 
called into use, the flow would 
be heavy and might catch 
children playing in the creek. 

The overflow pipe would be 
carrying water at the rate of 
.30 million gallcms a day for 
the time it took to correct any 
problem. 

Tenders will be called on 
the first of four phases to toe 
reservoir which will see sn 
area about 3M feet square 
and 2S feet deep excavated. 

The reservoir will be cover¬ 
ed and the top landscaped.

One or two 
buildings would be removed, 
he suggested, because they 
were obviously in very bad 
condition. 

Pearlier this year, council 
passed an emergency bylaw- 
prohibiting demolition of the 
77 properties. 

(Passed last July, the bylaw 
provides protection for the 
homes concerned only for the 
five-month period up to Dec. 
31, Although individual heri¬ 
tage designation bylaws for 
each property are now being 
processed by council, they 
must receive pro\incial cabi¬ 
net approval and be finally 
adopted before the end of the 
year.) 

Meamvhile, council has de¬ 
cided to get tough with devel¬ 
opers and others who demol¬ 
ish buildings in the city with¬ 
out first obtaining demolition 
permits. 

It has introduced a bylaw 
that will allow The city to im¬ 
pose a fine of not more than 
SI0,000 or not more than 60 
days in Jail for anyone who 
tears down a building without 
first getting a permit. 

Reason for the move has 
been a number of instances in 
the past. few months where 
council was informed only 
after a building has been re¬ 
moved that w'ork was ready 
to proceed on a new project. 

The bylaw is also designed 
to assist council in saving 
heritage homes that might 
fall under the wrecker’s ham¬ 
mer before it hgs an opportu¬ 
nity to decide whether the 
building should be saved. 

Victoria re.sidents vriwse 
homes are designated as heri¬ 
tage buildings will be offered 
a form of cash incentive or 
comi)ensation — a 15 per cent 
reduction in their taxable 
property assessments for 
1977. c-ouncil decided la.st 
week.

An avid mountain climber 
and outdoorsman, he spoke on 
New Directions in the Diag¬ 
nosis and Evaluation of Heart 
Disease. 

Incredible strides in the 
past few years have seen a 
levelling off in the incidence 
of heart disease, he said, 
pointing out that early diag¬ 
nosis, awareness of •the im¬ 
portance of diet, and empha¬ 
sis on exercise “Is starting to 
pay off.” 

He predicted that an ar¬ 


tificial hecut was cxily 10 
years away. 

Heart disease was becom¬ 
ing more prevalent among 
younger jieople, he said, at¬ 
tributing this to insufficient 
exercise and poor eating 
halHts. 

Kloster said he believed the 
incidence of heart disease was 
greater among ijeople. work¬ 
ing under stress.

No disinfection may turn

Brian Walker of Dayton and 
Knight told members of the 
committee that he had ana¬ 
lyzed a number of disinfection 
alternatives for the French 
Cieek plant: chlorination, 
ozonation, and ultra-violet 
light (UVl irradiation. These 
processes are used to kill bac¬ 
teria and viruses that remain 
in (he sewage following treat¬ 
ment. 


Chlorination, the most com¬ 
mon type of disinfection, 
w’ould be quite suitable at 
French Cre^. Walker said. 

49Phlorination is a thoroughly 
tested method of treatment, 
and it will probably be possi¬ 
ble through a “comfHXind 
loop” monitoring system to 
control the dosage of chlorine 
below the levels at which it is 
toxic to fish. 

There is considerable evi¬ 
dence which sho^^'s that chlo¬ 
rine is eftective against dis¬ 
ease-carrying bacteria, but 
that it is ineffective against 
viruses, Walker said. 

Ozonation is elfective 
against both \ iruses and bac-

able to easily meet health 
standards even if treatment 
and tidal conditions are at 
their worst. 

The federal studies had not 
taken into account initial dilu¬ 
tion of the effluent, Walker 
said, so that they are about 
“100 times too pessimistic.” 

Considering, said Smith, 
that disinfection of the Af¬ 
fluent is not necessary for 
health reasons, and that the 
environmentally-preferred al¬ 
ternative is also for no disin¬ 
fection, the committee should 
seriously examine this as an 
alternative. 

Smith said the regional dis¬ 
trict should include space in 
the French Creek plant for 
the compound loop chlorina¬ 
tion system as a possible 
backup system, but if negotia¬ 
tions with the senior govern¬ 
ments indicate that no disin¬ 
fection is necessary, the re¬ 
gional district should consider 
not installing the quipment 
immediately.

B.G. bucks jobs trend 


The unemployment ~ picture improved in 
only British Columbia and Newfoundland during 
October, figures released by Statistics Canada 
showed Tuesday. It went up in seven other 
provinces and Alberta’s rate remained stitic at 
3.7 per cent 

B.C. unemployment dropped 1.2 pei’ cent in 
seasonally - adjusted terms to 7.3, placing it 
below the national average of 7.6. The rate in 
Newfoundland dipped 0.5 per cent to 13.9. 

Elsewhere, the seasonally - adjusted rates 


went up 2.2 per cent to 11.7 in Prince Edward 
Island: 0.5 per cent to 10.9 in Nova Scotia: 0.4 
to 11.8 in New Biiinswick; 0.4 to 10.1 in Que¬ 
bec; 0.6 to 6.3 in Ontario; 0.3 to 4.9 in Manitoba, 
and 0.5 to 4.2 in Saskatchewan. 

The RC. labor force last month was 
1.146,000; in September it was 1,145,000, and a 
year ago it was 1,107,000. There were 81,000 
listed as unemployed last month, down 7,000 
fi'om September, and 96,000 out of work in 
October, 1975.

OTTAWA (CP) A bar¬ 
rage of opposition complaints 
about the highest seasonally- 
adjusted unemployment rate 
in more than 15 years brought 
art admission Tuesday from 
F'inance Minister Donald 
Macdonald that the recent 
economic recovery has not 
been as swift as had been 
expected by the government. 

It is clear the cyclical 
trend we had hoped for has 
not materialized,” said Mac¬ 
donald as he was pressed by 
MPs for an explanation of the 
7.G-per-cent jobless rate in Oc¬ 
tober. 

Statistics Canada figures 
showed Tuesday that there 
were 679.000 unemployed in 
the country last month. The 
number wa.s up by 9,000 from 
SejJtember and the jobless 
rate, adiu,sted for seasonal 
changes in the work force, 
was up from 7.3 per cent. 

In October. 1973. there were 
643,000 unemployed and the 
jobless rate was 7.1 per cent. 

And while Macdonald had 
firedicted creation of 250,000 
new jobs this year in last 
May’s budget, growth in the 
number of employed persons 
since October. 1975, stood at 
only 145,000. 

Of the unemployed, about 
258.000 are heads of house¬ 
holds supporting dependents. 
Of those. 203.000 are male and 
55.000 female. 

Outside the Commons. Mac¬ 
donald said it was evident the 
rate of recovery had not been 
as fast as ex|)ected. The more 
difficult question was why 
there had been a slowdown. 

He said one answer might 
be the extreme caution of con¬ 
sumers in spending and slow 
growth in investment, both 
prol'.lems whith have also 
lieen evident in the U..S. The 
r.S. has an unemployment 
rate of 7.9 per cent. 

Macdonald said it was by 
nf) means certain that na¬ 
tional policies designed to 
stimulate the economy would 
have the desired effect of 
creating jobs, because much 
of the unemployment problem 
uas regional. 

.\ 21,000 increase in the 
number of unemjiloyed in On¬ 
tario between .September and 
October uas largely due to 
strikes and layolfs at Ford 
Motor Co. plants, he said.

Union disclosure rule 
redundant, says Guy 


Provincial and Victoria 
labor leaders want Labor 
Minister Allan Williams to 
^take another look at the B.C. 
Labor Code and Its provisions 
for disclosure by unions of 
their financial positions to 
(heir memberships before an¬ 
nual meetings. 

B.C. Federation of Labor 
sjMikesman Len Guy and Vic¬ 
toria Labor Council president 
John Schibli reacted Tuesday 
to a Monday announcement 
by Williams that the province 
was considering legislation 
that would require full disclo¬ 
sure of financial affairs of 
trade unions to members in 
advam;e of annual meetings. 

The minister said in a V^an- 
couver interview' that some 
union leaders might object to 
the proiiosal hut said that il 
they have nothing to hide, 
they have nothing to fear. 

"The fact of the matter is 
that unions already make full 
information on their ^financial 


status available to their 
members and this information 
is already required under the 
labor code, so this latest com* 
ment by the minister of lab¬ 
or is completely unneccessa- 
ry.” according to Guy. 

Schibli termed Williams 
proposals as "absolutely ri¬ 
diculous.” 

"Not only does the code 
provide for it but I’m sur? 
e\ery constitution of the trade 
unions in B.C. requires the 
furnishing of accounts for thenr 
membership.” he said. 

Schibli said he had heard of 
no incidents of membershiiis 
being denied access to their 
union’s accounts nor did he 
expect Williams to be able to 
document any legitimate com¬ 
plaints. 

"If there’s any from an>' 
members it’s because they 
‘don’t know their rights." he 
said adding "no amount of 
legislation is going to help 
this . . ”

SAUSBURY (CP) A Ca¬ 
nadian bachelor, with a his¬ 
tory of violence and insanity, 
has died while ser\'ing with 
the Rhodesian army. Indica-/ 
tions are that he was killed 
while on active patrol against 
black guerrillas. 

The Canadian was identified 
in a government communique 
Tuesday as Lance Cor|K)ral 
Matthew (Tharles Lamb. 28. 
Relatives said later that 
Lamb came from Windsor. 
Ont. He was one of several 
hundred foreigners recruited 
by the Rhodesian govern¬ 
ment. 

Lamb’s name was men¬ 
tioned in the statement which 
said that eight black national¬ 
ist guerrillas ' including two 
wtimen -- were killed in new 
clashes. The two women were 
described as terrorists killed 
in the last 48 hours. Lamb 
was known to have died last 
Sunday. 

This was. the first time the 
white minority government 
acknowledged that black 
women were fighting again.st 
government trcx)|)S. ' 

Five black civilians also 
were reported kidnapfied by 
guerrillas and marched at 
gunpoint across Rhodesia’s 
western border into Bots¬ 
wana, which previously has 
denied giving sanctuary to na¬ 
tionalist forces. 

Five members of a road 
gang w'orking near Rhodesia’s 
eastern border with Mozambi¬ 
que were bound together and 
shot to death by nationalist 
guerrillas, the communique 
said. 

A si.\1h worker also was 
shot but surNived and was 
in hospital with serious 
wounds. 

Police records show' that 
Lamb spent 14 months in 
Kingston penitentiary lor fir¬ 
ing two shots at a Windsor j)o- 
liceman in 1965. In 1967 Lamb 
was sent to a mentaUinstitu¬ 
tion after two persons were 
killed on a Windsor street. He 
was acquitted of murder by 
reason of insanity. 

The records also show that

Lamb became a model inmate 
in the institution and was re¬ 
leased in 1973. He spent about 
a year on a farm and then 
decided to travel to Australia 
as part of a world trip. 

Lamb joined the Rhodesian 
forces while on a stopover in 
South Africa. 

Still in a Rhodesian jail is 
Trcx)per Michael McKeown of 
Dartmouth. N.S., w'ho was 
sentenced to one year deten¬ 
tion after signing up with the 
Rhcxlesian forces and refusing 
to fight. 

Representatives of Rhodesia 
have ti’ied to recruit a number 
of Canadians although such 
recruitment in Canada is ille¬ 
gal. Canada has no diplomatic 
relations with Rhcxlesia.

position Conservatives 
under Margaret Thatcher. 

This is the message he 
i}> to deliver in a speech 
t<xia\'. 

In the speech, a draft of 
which w'as released Tues¬ 
day night, Powell says 
that continued Labor rule 
is preferable to a return 
to the Conservatives. 

The three reasons he 
gives for this are Labor 
iwlicies on the economy, 
which he thinks arc more 
likely to sene the coun¬ 
try’s needs, on immigra¬ 
tion. and on the Euro[)ean 
Kconamic Community'. He 
wa.s fine of the most fer¬ 
vent opponents of Britairt^s 
entry into the Common 
Market in 1973. 

Powell was fired 
minister of health by 
former Conservative 
prime minister Edward 
Heath for strongly cri¬ 
ticizing the continued im¬ 
migration of non-whites 
and predicting racial vio¬ 
lence in the streets. 

He now sits for a North¬ 
ern Irish constituency as 
a member of the lO-streng 
IHster Unionist group in 
the British Parliament.

Victoria Aid. Ronald 
McKenzie defeated an effort 
by a spokesman of the Spring- 
ridge Neighborhood Im¬ 
provement Program to 
address council Tuesday by- 
blocking the unanimous sut>- 
I)ort of council necessary for 
such a hearing. 

“I object to hearing this 
group’s spokesman,” McKen¬ 
zie told an obviously startled 
Mayor Michael Young. 

The mayor said that be¬ 
cause there w'as not unani¬ 
mous consent the spokesman 
could not speak at the regualr 
council meeting. 

In an interview after the 
meeting, McKenzie said: 
"There are lots of questions 
to be asked of this group. But 
a council meeting was not the 
forum to |X)se such ques¬ 
tions.” 

Springridge N.I.P. commit¬ 
tee chairman Richard 
Krieger, who had been hoping 
to address council, said after 
the meeting that council’s re- 
lusal "to let us speak proves 
that citizen participation is 
non-existent.” 

Krieger has accused city 
council of disregarding public 
opinion in Springridge by 
tampering with community 
proposals for housing develo|i- 
ment under the $l-million 
N.I.P. project. 

In a letter to council, he 
complained that two key pn>- 
posals were arbitrarily delet¬ 
ed from a “hastily rewritten” 
report submitted to council’s 
caucus committee last week. 

One irrofiosal was for the es¬ 
tablishment of a community- 
based non-profit housing so¬ 
ciety w-hich would use N.I.P. 
funds to oversee the devel(H> 
ment of all housing needs in 
the area. . 

The other, he said, en¬ 
visaged a “recycling” system 
for financing such develo[)- 
ment whereby N.I.P. funds 
would be used initially then 
[tumped back Into other ex- 
(tenditures as Central Mort¬ 
gage and Housing Corp. mort¬ 
gage money became avail¬ 
able. 

Krieger said the group's 
original reitort dealing with 
the N.I.P. project, “which 
embodied these proposals” 
and having the full endorse¬ 


ment of area residents, was 
"apparently well receiv.ed 
when first presented to coun¬ 
cil late in October. 

But before it was re-submil- 
ted last week it has been 
"rewritten by the city plan¬ 
ning department on instruc¬ 
tion from certain members of 
city council,” he charged. 

The Inference seemed to be. 
he said, that council was not 
prepared to support the prin¬ 
ciple of a non-profit housing 
society undertaking program. 

Had he been given the op¬ 
portunity to address council, 
Krieger was going to urge al¬ 
dermen to give the communi¬ 
ty a chance to show what it 
could do in administering its 
own housing program with 
N.I.P. funds. 

"All we ask is that coun(,-il 
give us one year to try this 
program and see how much 
we can achieve in that time.” 
he said. 

He noted that a recent sui- 
vey conducted in Springridge 
showed 1,300 of the 1,600 resi¬ 
dents surveyed supported the 
concept of housing develop¬ 
ment being undertaken by a 
neighborhood-based non-pro¬ 
fit hoasing society. 

Krieger charged that co»in- 
cil had “disregarded” public 
opinion as expressed in the 
household questionnaire^ 

This opinion, however, w'as 
not sha^ by Aid. Murray 
Glazier, the city’s housing 
committee chairman. 

He denied that council was 
ignoring the Springridge com¬ 
mittee’s proposals for hous¬ 
ing. 

Oouncil, he stressed in an 
interview Tuesday, had not 
turned dowm thb area N.I.P. 
committee’s suggestion that 
the housing program be un¬ 
dertaken by a special non¬ 
profit housing society. 

He said nothing should be 
read into the fact that the two 
points menti(Mied by Krieger 
— initiating the liousing pro¬ 
gram and “recycling” money 
into other housing projects — 
were not specifically covered 
in the report presented to 
council, because the report 
was primarily concerned with 
allocating specific expendi¬ 
ture totals under five general 
headings. 

That was done, he added, 
strictly in accordance with 
preferences expi’essed in the 
survey. 


Glazier said the principle of 
turning over N.I.P. funds to a 
non-profit society "may or 
may not appeal to council.” 

Meanwiiile, the Conamuni- 
ties United for Action group 
(CUFA) sent a letter to coun¬ 
cil Monday voicing strong ob¬ 
jection to council’s “arbi¬ 
trary’’ decision to exclude the 
innovative housing proposal. 

CUFA, an allianco of six 
community groups, said the 
housing proposal was a direct 
result of the survey conducted 
earlier this year in Spring¬ 
ridge. 

The exclusion of the propos¬ 
al indicated complete disre¬ 
gard for those people who 
expressed an explicit desire 
for non-profit housing as a 
priority for any housing pro¬ 
gram, and represented a 
“shameful abuse of the demo¬ 
cratic process,’’ the CUFA 
letter said. 

Tbe group requested: 

• That council reinstate 
the housing proposal so that it 
can be democratically dis¬ 
cussed by both council and 
area residents. 

• That council and Gla¬ 
zier be prepared to publicly 
defend “such undemocratic 
tampering” with the original 
houring proposal. 

• That council immedi¬ 
ately debate, in public, the 
right of representatives to 
“discard this type of citizen 
request in such an arbitrary 
fashion” without first having 
direct consultaticMi with local 
nei^borhood committees and 
residents. 

At Tuesday’s council meet¬ 
ing, Glazier reported that two 
members of the Springridge 
group met local CMHC of¬ 
ficials Monday “and came 
away happy” after being told 
why N.LP. funds could not be 
used for a non-profit housing 
pre^p^m. 

Krieger, however, disputes 
this, saying that programs 
similar to the one proposed by 
Springridge have been under¬ 
taken elsewhere in Canada. 
“Federal government funds 
can be used for such proj¬ 
ects,” he declared. 

Council adopted by unani¬ 
mous vote a resolution apply¬ 
ing for the $1 million N.I.P. 
allocation with Young saying 
the resolution was in no way 
contrary to the Springridge 
committee report.

Members of 24 unions connected with B.C. up¬ 
building here voted 60 per cent in favor of strike action 
but the chief unicxi spokesman said Tuesday he was op¬ 
timistic something could be worked out between the 
workers and Burrard and Yarrows sliipyards. 

James McAvoy of Victoria, head of the Joint Ship¬ 
yards Conference which bargains for the group, said 
814 workers at Burrard Dry Dock in North Vancouver 
and Yarrows Ltd. in Victoria voted 60 per cent for 
a strike. Workers at Quadra Steel, a retail subsidiary of 
the shipyards with stores in Victoria and Nanaimo, also 
cast ballots Monday, McAvoy said. 

McAvoy said that another meeting, arranged by 
mediator Fred Geddes, has been set for 2 p.m. Monday 
in Vancouver and he expressed confidence that some¬ 
thing could be worked out. 

“We just feel we’re not that far apart,” aicAvoy 
said. 

However, McAvoy said that If there was no move 
on management’s part at the Mcmday meeting, media¬ 
tor Geddes would be asked to “report out,” a formality 
necessary in winding up mediation without an agree¬ 
ment, and 72-hour strike notice would probably be 
serv'ed. 

If a strike occurred, it would be the first in the 
B.C. shipbuilding industry in the 1fet*13 years. 

McAvoy contends that the offer by management 
was more than four per cent below the allowable eight 
per cent under federal Anti-Inflation Board guidelines. 
He denied an allegation by William Hudson of Van¬ 
couver, president of both Burrard and Yarrows, that 
the unicxi figure did not include fringe benefits the AIB 
usually calculates into the maximum percentage allow¬ 
able.
